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National Socielist and Christian concepts are irreconcilable. Christian 
churches build on uncertainty of numen beinss and ettempt to preserve the un- 
certainty of as wide segments of tho pcpwletion es possible, for only in this 
wey can Christian churches keep their power. As opposed to that, National 
Socielism is bas:d on scientific fundamentals. Christienity has invariable 
tenets, which were set up almost 2000 years ago and hav> crystallized in dogmas 
incompatible with reality. National Socialism on the Other hend must, if it 
is to fulfill its job in the future, always be organized ^ecording to the 
latest knowledge of scientific research, 


Christian churches have always recognized ths dangers which threaten 
their existence on account of exect scientific ‘norleds: and thoref re attempt 
by means of pseudo-science, sugh as theology is, to Suppress or falsifv 
scientific research bv means of their dogmas Our National Socialist iceolosy 
is far loftier than the concepts of Christianity, which in their essential points 
hove been token over from Jewryi For tnis resson also we do not need Christian- 
ity. 


No human being would know anything of Shristianity if ed not bsen 
drilled into him in his childhood by prstors. The so-called dear God in no 
wise gives knowledge cf his existence to youn; people in advance, but in an 
astonishing manner in spite of his onmipotence leaves this to the offorts of 
the pastors. If therefore in the future our youth learns nothing more of this 
Christianity, wnose doctrines are far below ours, Christisnity vill disappear 
by itself. 


It is also strange thet before the besinning of today's calculation time 
(calendar) nothing wes known of this Christian God and thet also since this 
moment most inhabitants of the sarth never learned anything of this Christian- 
ity and therefore according to the standard Christian concept vere damned from 
the beginning, 


When we National Socislists speak of a belief in God, ve do not understand 
by God, like naive Christians ond their spiritu:l Opportunists, a human—type 
being, who sits around somewhere in the sphere. We must rather open people's 
eyes to the fect that beside our smell universe, highly important in the great 
universe there are an inconceivably large number of other bodies in the universe, 
innumerable additional bodies, which like the sun ers surrounded oy olenets, 
and these in turn by smaller bodies, the moons. The force of naturel law, with 
which ell these innumerable. planets move in the universe, we cell tho Almighty 
or God. The claim that this world force is conoornod about the fate of every 
single being, of every smallest earth bacillus, can be influenced by soeeslled 
prayers or other astonishing things, is based on e proper dose of naivete or 
(however) on & business shemelessnoss, 


As opposed to that, we National Sociolists impose on oursolves the demand 
to live naturnlly as much es possible, i.v., biologie^lly. The more eccuretoly 
ve recognize ond observe the laws of nature ond of life, the more ve adhere to 
tnem, so much tne more do we conform to tie will of the Almighty. The more 
insight we have into the will of the Almizhty, the graster vill be our 


Successos, 


It follows from the Lrreconcilability of National Socialist and Christian 
concepts, that a strengthening of existing confessions ond every demanà of 
Originating Christian confessions is to be rejected by us. «A differentiation 
between the various Christian confessions is not to be mete here. For this 
reason elso the thought of an erection of an evangelical Netionel Church by 
merger of the various evangelical churches has been definitively given ap, 
because the evangelical church is just as inimical to us as the Catholic Cnurch. 
Any strengthening of the evangelical church would merely react against us. 

It was a historical mistake of the German Emperors in the Middle Ages, 
that they repeatedly created order ot tha Vatican in Rome. It is always an 
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error into which we Germans unfortunately fall too often, that we attempt to 
create order where we would needs neve an interest in disunion and separation. 
The Honensteufens would needs have ned the greatest intersst in the disin- 
tegration of cireumstences of Ecclesiastical power, Fron tae standpoint of 
tne Reich it would kave been most fevoreble if not ono pope but at least two, 
if possible even more popes hed existed and mutually fougnt. Instead of this 
the German erperors and especislly the Hohenstaufens repeatedly looked after 
order in the church, helped one pope to pover over rll other rivals, vith 
the success that the emperors, ag soon es the pope vas again strons enough 
for it, immediately received tie first blows from "their" pope. The church 
how ver in strengthening its own position of pover repeetediy used the par 
ticulerism of the princes and later of parties end tiod it up rith all its 
strength. 


In former generations ship :3 people lav exclusively in the 
hands of the church. “ag itseif t susura laws and orders and 
primarily to sd Ari Tiaa he shin of the people ley not with 
the state but with the church. The Je ite? exerted. vie the priest the strme 
est influence on the life of the individuel hunen being, of femilies and on 
the totality (of things). Everytning which did not suit the churches was 
suppressed with unprecedented ruthlessness. For centuries the state by the 
mest various turns grented to the church the possibility of influence. It 
depended on the church, whether it tould help tho stete or Oppose it. The 
State wes reduc»d to the did of the church, it vas dependent on it, The 
struggle of the German Emperors against the pops hed to fail in the Middle 
aces end repeatedly in modern tines, because not tie emperor, but the church 
nad the leadership of the people in its hand. 


This ideological dependence of the state on the church, the vielé@ing of 
leadership of the people to the church, hed become a matter of course, so that 
nobody dared to oppose seriously here. To consider this not es an incontro- 
vertible fact from tne besinning, passed as ebsur? stupidity until just before 

e Machttibernahme (Hitler's rise to power, 1933). 


For the first time in German history the Fuehrer consciously end com 
pletely has the leadership of the people in his om bend. With the party, 
its components and reste units tho Fushrer has created IE Seeks = 
thereby the German Reich leadership en instrument which 
of the chureh. All eai whieh mignt impair or dina d the ePi tai of 
the people exercised by the Fuehrer with help of the NSDAP, must be eliminated, 
More and more the people must be seperated. from the churches and their organs, 
the pastors. Of course the churches must anë vill, scen from their viewpoint, 
defend themselves against this loss of power. But never again mst an influ- 
once on leadership of the people bo yielded to the churehes. This (influence) 
must be broken complstely and finally. 


Only tne Reich government and by its direction the party, its components 
end attached units eie & right to leadership of the people. Just as the 
*eleterious influenc of astrologers, seers and other fakers are elimineted 
and suppressed by the (etr so must the possibility of church influence also 
be totally removed, Not until this has ha,pened, does the state loadership 
heve influence on the individual citizens, Not until then are people and 
Reich secure in their existence for all the future. 


We would repeat the mistakes which in past centuries vere fatal to the 
if we according to the knovlodze of our ideolovical opponents of the 
Chris tia en confessions vere to contribute in any way to "us strenctheninge of 
one of the verious churches. The interest of the Reich lies not in conquer 
ing but in preserving and strengthening 2eclesissticol perticularism.

ReichsLeiter BORMANN has requested me to give you 
& review to-day of the strategic position in the beginning 
of the 5th Year of War. 


I must admit that it was not without hesitation 
that I undertook this none too easy task. It is not pos- 
sible to do it justice with & few generalities. It is 
not necessary to say openly what is. No-one - the FUEERER 
has ordered - may know nore Qr be told more than he needs 
for his own immediate task, bat I have no doubt at all 
in my mind, Gentlemen, but that you need & great deal 
in order to be able to cope with your tasks. It is in 
your GAUS, after all, and among their inhabitants that 
ell the enemy propaganda, the defeatism, and the 
, malicious rumours concentrate that try to find them- 
selves à plan among our people. Up und down the 
country the devil of subversion strides. All the 
cowards are seeking & way out, or - as they call it - 

& political solution. They say, we must negotiate 
while there is still something in hend, end all these 
slogens are made use of to attack the natural sense 

of the people, that in this war there can only be a fight 
to the end. Capitulation is the end of the Nation, 
thé end of Germany. Against this wave of enemy 
propaganda and cowardice you need more than force. 

You need to know the true situation end for this reason 
I believe that I am justified in giving you & perfectly 
open and uncoloured account of the state of affairs, 
This is no forbidden disclosure of secrets, but a 
weapon which may perhaps help you to fortify the morale 
of the people. For this war will not only be decided 
by force of arms but by the will to resist of the whole 
people, Germany was broken in 1918 not at the front 
but at home. Italy suffered not military defeat but 
morale defeat, She broke down internally. The 

result has deen rot the porce sho expeotod hull ~ through 
the cowardice of these criminal traitors - 4 fate a 
thousand times harder than cantinuation of the war at 
our side woald hive brought to the Italian people. I 
can rely on you, Gentlemen, that since I give concrete 
figures end data concerning our own strength, you will 
treat these details as your secret; all the rest is at 
your disposal without restriction for application in 
your Activities &s leaders of the people. 
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The necessity and objectives of this war were 
clear to all and everyone at the moment when we entered 
upon the War of Liberation of Greater Germany and by 
attacking parried the danger which menaced us both from 
Poland and from the Western powers. Our further incursions 
into Scandinavia, in the direction of the Mediterranean and 
in that of Russia - these alsoaroused no doubts concerning 
the general conduct of the war so long as we were 
successful. It was not until more serious sct-backs were 
encountered and our general situation bezan to become 
increasingly acute, that the German people began to ask 
itself whether perhaps we had not undertaken more than we 
could do 2nd set our 8ims too high, To provide an answer 
to this questioning and to furnish you with certain points 
of view for nse in your own explanatory activities is one 
of the main points of my present lecture. I shall divide 
it into three parts: 


I. «# review of the most important questions 
of development up to the present. 


Consideration of the present situation. 


The foundations of our morale and our 
confidence in victory. 


In view of my position as military adviser to 
the Führer, I shell confine myself in my remarks to the 
problems of my own personal sphere ofaction, fully 
appreciating ut the same time that in view of the protean 
nature of this war, I shell in this way begiving expression 
only to one side of events, 
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D The fact that the National-Socialist movement 

ond its struggle for intern&l power were the preparatory 
stase of the outer liberation from the bonds of the 

Dictate of Verseilles is not one on which I need enlarge 

in this circle. I should like however to mention at this 
point how clearly all thoughtful regular soldiers realize 
what an important part has been played by the National- 
Socialist movement in re-awakening the will to fight 
("WEHRWILLEN"); in nurturing fighting strength ("WEHRKRAFT") 
and in re&rming the German people. In spite of all the virtue 
inherent in it, the numerically smail REICHSVWERR would 
never have been able to cope with this task, if only be- 
cause of its own restricted radius of action. Indeed, 

whet the Führer aimed at - and has so happily been success- 
ful in bringing about - was the fusion of these two forces. 


2. The seizure of power in its turn had meant in the 
first place the restoration of fighting sovereignty 
("WEHRHOHEIT") (conscription, occupation of the Rhineland) 
and re-armament with soecial emphasis being laid on the 
creation of & modern Srmoured “nd air arm. 


5, The &ustrian "Anschluss", in its turn, brought 
with it not only the fulfilment of an old national eim 
but also had the effect both of reinforcing our fighting 


strength and of materially improvine our strategic position. 
Whereas up till then the territory of Czechoslovakia had 
projected in a most menacing vay right into Germany (a 

wasp waist in the direction of France and an air base for 
the Allies, in particular Russia), Czechoslovakia herself 
was now enclosed by pincers. Its own strategic position 
had now become so unfavourable thet she was bound to fall 
& victim to any attack pressed hone with rigour before 

effective id from the WEST could be expected to arrive. 

¥ pace 8. 


This possibility of aid was furthermore made 
more difficult by the construction of the WEST WaLL, which, 
in contra-distinction to the MAGINOT Line, was not a 
measure based on debility end resignation but one intended 
to afford rear cover for èn active policy in the E«ST. 


4. The bloodless solution of the Czech conflict in 
the eutum of 1938 and spring of 1939 and the annexation 
of Slovakia rounded off the territory of Greater Germany 
in such à way that it now became possible to consider the 
Polish problem on the basis of more or laes Favours te 
strategic premises. 


5. This brings me to the actual outbreak of the 
present war, and the question which next arises is whether 

. the moment for the struggle with Poland - in itself 
unavoidable - was favourably selected or not. The answer 
to this question is 911 the less in doubt since the 
opponent - after 811 not inconsidertble in himself - 
collapsed unexpectedly quickly, and the Western Powers 
who were his friends, while they did declare wer on us 
ond form 2 second front, yet for the rest made no use of 
the possib lities open to then of snatching the initiative 
from our honds. Concerning tho course taken by 
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the Polish caspaign, nothing further need be said beyond 
that it proved in a measure which made the whole world sit 
up ond take notice & point which up till then had not 
been certain by uny means, i.e., the high state of 
efficiency of the young 4rmed Forces of Greater Germany. 


6, The mein effect of this success w&s however that 
we now héd no opponent in tho EAST end that in view of tho 
agreements with Russia the two-front problem might be 
regorded 4s for the time being solved. 


Te 48 & result of all this the point of gravity in 
the conduct of the wér naturally shifted to the WEST where 
the nost urgent task wes cle@rly defined 8s the protection 
of the RUHR area from the invasion of Holland by the 
British nd French. Even before the Polish campaign had 
been concluded the FYHRER h2d already decided upon ën 
attack against this enemy the aim ofwhich could only be 
complete subjection of the opponent. The circumstance 
that this decision wês not c@rried out - as originélly 
pl?nned - i.e., in the late Autumn of 1939 — was mainly 
due to we&ther conditions but in part also influenced by 
our situétion with regard to ormaments. 


8. In the ne8ntime, however, we were confronted by 
yet 8nother problem which must be settled promptly: the 
occup@tion of Norw&y and Denmérk. The point here l2y in 
opening up & thettre of war which while it lay outside the 
zone of immedi@te danger yet possessed two-fold importance 
from the point of view of our gener@l conduct of the wêr. 
In the first place there was danger thet England would 
seize Scéndin&évie and thereby besides effecting 9 strategic 
encirclement from the NORTH would stop the import of iron 
and nickel which w&s of such importance to us for war 
purposes. Secondly, it wës ro&lig&tion of our own 
méritime necessities which medo it imperative for us to 
secure for ourselves free®ccess to the ATLANTIC by a 
number of cir énd naval support points on the Norwegian 
coast. Here too, therefore, defensive and offensive re- 
quirements combined to form 8n indissoluble whole. 


The course 4nd conclusion of this campaign are 
known, In the main in wês completed in such good time 
thet it wes possible to stért upon the c&mp2ign in trie 
WEST with the setting in of tho most favourable se@son 
of the year, in May, 1940, 


9. The decisive success of this c@mp@ien improved 

our position in the best possible wey. We g@ined possession 
not only of the French potential of armaments - 

destined to do us importantservice in the further course 

of the war - but Above all the entire ATLANTIC Coast fell 
into our hands with its naval ports and air support points. 
Direct threat to the British Motherland had by this means 
become possible. 


The question now arose whether or not we should 
carry the war into England by & landing on the grand 
scêle. Furthermore ~ in view of the possible eventuélity 
of the USA entering the war - it was necessary to take 

into consideration the occupation of & number of advanced 
support points in the ATLANTIC (for instance, Iceland 

and the AZORES on which in the meantime the enemy had laid 
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his hand), From these islands we should be able both to 
carry on particularly effectively the fight against 

British supplies “nd to defend the territory of Europe in 
exactly the same way 2s Japan now holds Greater East Asia 
secure by means of its island advanced bases in the Pacific, 
However, very wisely the FUHRER refrained from adopting 
these objectives. Not 2lone their initial execution 

but the subsequent m@intenance of communications by sea 
would have involved 4 me@sure of strength which our naval 
and air equipment could not have provided perm2nently. 


10. Inste@d of these considerations the winter of 
1940/41 provided “nother opportunity of combating England. 
Although outwardly our action only took the form of aid 

to our Itélism ally, yet ultimately the point at issue was 
British comménd of the se&s in the Mediterranean which in 
its turn represented & heavy men&ce to the Southern flank 
of the European continent.

ii, What was however less @ccept@ble was the 
necessity of affording our &ssi stance 9s an 4lly in the 
Balkans in consequence of the unnecessary expedition of the 
Italians against Greece. The attack which they launched in 
the Sutum of 1940 from Albania with totally inadequate means 
was contrary to all agreement but in the end led to a 
decision on our partwhich - taking 2 long view of the 
netter — would have become necessary in any c8se sooner 

or liter. The planned attack on Greece from the NORTH 

wes not executed merely 4s 8n operation in 8id of an ally. 
Its rel purpose ws to prevent the British from g@ining 

a foothold in Greece and from menacing our Roum@nian oil 
are? from that country. 


12, Porellel with 811 these developments realization 
wes steadily growing of thc d&nger drawing const@ntly 
ne@rer from the Bolshevik East - th®t danger which has 
been only too little perceived in Germ@ny and latterly, 
for diplométic re®sons, had deliberately to be ignored, 
However, the FUHRER himself has always kept this danger 
ste’dily in view “nd even 9s fêr b@ck &s during the 
Western C@mp&ign had informed me of his fundamental 
decision to t@ke steps 2g8inst this dénger the moment our 
military position m?deit 9t &11 possible. 


13. Following on the interlude of the overthrow in 
Yugoslavia, the Balkan c&mp@ign which followed this, ond 
our occup@tion of CRETE; this decision wês tr@nsléted into 
action, If put into effect 9t 411, it had of necessity

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14. In spite of the Part that wawere not able 
either in 1941 nor in 1942 comletely to annihilate the 
cneny's fighting forces and thereby ta force Russie to 
her knees, yet we can definitely claim it as a positive 
result that the Bolshevist danger has been driven bock 
far from our own frontiers. 


If today, in view of the repe@ted and proJonged 
setb?cks of the year 1943, the question comes up az&in 
and 9g8in, whether we had not thoroughly under-estimated 
the strength of the Bolshevik opponent, the &nswer to this 
question in reg@rd to the execution of individual parte 
operations, my cert&inly be säid to be 'Yes', But as 
regards the decision to attack 4s & whole end that of 
holding on to this decision for &s long @s possible, there 

can be no doubts, 4s in politics so in the conduct of 

war - the issuc is not merely one of arithmetical sums, 

and one of the most important lessons taught by war is 
i, that correct estimétion of the opponent is one of the 

hardest of 911t&sks, and th&t even when everything 

has been correctly summed up, there still remains much 

page l7 that is imponderable and only becomes cle#r in the course 
of the battle itself. 


One clorific&tion of the situation is however 
to be perceived in that, as ^ result of our 2dv8ence into 
the dark unknown which is Russia, we have taken the 
measure not only of the strength in personnel involved 
but also of & sténd@rd of equipment which has forced us 
in our turn to institute 9 st9te of totélitarian warfare 
8nd & technical counter-bl&st such &s left to ourselves 
we were hardly likely to have produced. One can only 
think with & shudder of what would have happened if we had 
adopted & waiting attitude in the fece of this danger 
and, sooner or later, have been overrun by it. 


15. Within the fr@mework of this shortsketch of the 
sweep of our strategy 911 that remains to mention is the 
occup@tion of TUNIS effected &s a countor-me2sure to the 
landing of Anzlo-Americen forces on the NORTH end WEST 
coasts of French North africa, the rapid loss again of 
which position is probably specially likely to evoke 
doubt in the correctness of our wider strategy. 


Taking it all in all, however, fighting along

The first two years of war saw Germany and.ito 
loter Allies running a victorious course almost 
unparalleled in history. The campaigns in Poland, Narwy, 
France, in North Africe, in the Balkans, and the attack 
on Russia as for 6o the DONETZ, up to the gates of MOSBCOY 
Ond up to the VALKHOV creetod a wide forefield for the 
defense of Burepe ond as P reculU we ehe Occupation “nd 
making safe of rich areas of raw materials and food, 
providedthe premises for & long war, Superior 
leadership, better employment of the modern means of war, 
a superior eir arm end the exceptionally high fighting 
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value ond morale of our troops faced by opponents 
inferior on each of these counts have produced these 
successes. Nevertheless, during this period of the 
wer, in which our superiority on land was undi sputed, 

and our superiority in the air was able to make good, 

at all events in the coastal districts, our hopeless 
inferiority at sea, in our last grasp at the palm of 
victory success has eluded us. The landing in Englend, 
prepared for down to the smallest detail but with 
improvised transport resources only, could not be dared 
while the British Air arm had not been completely beaten, 
And this we were not able to do, just as we have not been 
able completely to shatter the Soviet Armed Forces.

But no one could take it upon himself to allow 
the German air arm to bleed to death in the Battle of

In the BAST however, the natural catastrophe 
of the winter of 1941 imposed an imperative halt on even

Our third objective,that of drawing Spain into 
the war on our side, and thereby creating the possibility 
of seizing GIBRALTAR, was wrecked by the resistance of

longer count upon an early end to the wer, but that it 
would be hard and difficult and confront the whole nation 


with great hardships*. 
After the first set-backs on the Eastern front 


and in the North african theatre of war in the winter of 
1943, the Reich and its Allies once again gathered together 
all their strength in order to defeat this Eastern opponent 
finally by a new assault and to deprive the British of 
their Egyptien base of operations. The great operation 
agéinst the CAUCASUS and the DELTA of the NILE failed, 
however, owing to insufficient strength and inadequate 
supplies, For the first time our Western opponents 

showed themselves to be auperior both on the technical 

side and numerically in the air over the Mediterraneen, 
The Soviet Russian Command also continued to stebilize 


For - says CLAUSEWITZ - every attack which does 
not lead either to an armistice or to peace mst 
of necessity end in defense, 
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the front at STALINGRAD and before the C:.UCASUS, and after 
that in wintertime using newly-formed strong reserves 
continued to break-through the petrified over-extended 
fronts on the VOLGA and along the DON - largely occupied 
moreover by the troops of our Allies. The 6th army, 
consisting of the best German formations, inaaequetely 
supplied and exposed to the storms of winter, succumbed 
to enemy superiority, 


Similerly, the Western Powers were able to bring 
together in Egypt & concentration of land, sea and eir 
forces which held us up et the very gates of Egypt and 
after the battle of EL ALAMEIN forced us to retreat, and 
finally, following on the landing of strong Anglo-.merican 
armies in French North Africa, to surrender the entire 
african position, Again sane of the best German divisions 
fell a victim to the stranglehold of a superior enemy air 
force on our supplies by sea, although not before they had 
won for us a certain goin in time which was worth every 
sacrifice, 


4t the end of the winter fighting of 1942/43 and 
after the loss of the .frican .rmy the armed forces of 
Gernany and her allies were strained to the utmost. It 
proved possible to re-form the 5th -rmoured army and the 
6th Army - but four armies of our allies were lost for good. 


The tactical reserves in the East would, it is 
true be exceptionally well equipped, but thcir numbers 
would no longer be increased to such a pitch as to make 
it possible to envisage any extensive oper.tions. Gone 
was the great mobility of the army and, excepting on the 
Russian theatre of war, gone also our supericrity in the 
oir. The superior econowi.c strength of our opponents and 
their greater rescrveir of mn-nower, concentrated to form 
a point of gravity against Europe, was beginning to toll. 
The complete failure of Italy in all demains and the 
absence of any munitions production worthy of the name 
among our other Allies could not be adequately compensated 
hy the tremendceus efforts made by Germany. 


Of necessity thercfore the initistive was bound 
to passover to the opposing side and the Reich) end the 
European nations fighting at Germany's side, to go over to 
the defensive, 


So when the positions pushed out beyonc the 
European front to the SOUTH hzd been taken oy the enemy, 
in July 1943, the enemy attack started: In the ELST to 
regain the territories lost there and in the SOUTH against 
the Fortress Europe proper at its weakest point. In the 
meantime the air atms of the .nglo-Americans had already 
begun the grand assault on the production hearths and 
morale of our people at home, 


In the Far East Japan's struggle has devcloped 
on much the same lines, with the difference, however, that 
the Japanese had pushed their advanced positions very much 
further away from the Motherland proper and the Anglo- 
Saxons did not here undertake any attacks on a large-scale 
for the reason thet they had directed their point of 
gravity against Europe. 
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It was at this stage of the war that the Italian 12 
betrayal took place, Its mainfeatures will be known to 
you from what appeared. in the press, Actually it was even 
more dramatic than the newspzpers showed, For the 
Supreme Comm.nc it was perhaps one of the hardest problems 
which it had as yet had to master, That the removal and 
arrest of the DUCE could not end otherwise than by the 
defection of Italy was completely clear to the FUHRER from 
the first, although meny politically less well-trained eyes 
thought to sce in it rather an improvement in our position 
in the Mediterranean and our cooperation with the Italians. 
There were many personages at this time who fuiled to 
understand the Fuhrer's GHQ in its political and military 
actions. For these were directed towards overthrowing 
the now Government and liberating the DUCE. Only the 
smallest possible circle might know of this, On the 
military sice in the meantime everything was to be done to 
stop enemy ,enetration of the Southern front as fer SOUTH 
as possible, i. e. on SICILY. 


_ page 26. That the enemy would bring this point of gravity to 
bear on some point further EST in the Mediterranean - 

e of that there was not the slightest coubt; the distribution 
of his shipping ena linding space made this clear. Where 
however would this point be? On S..RDINI.., on CORSICA, in 
APULIA, in C.L.BRI., or - if the thesis of betrayal 
Were true - why not in ROME itself, or neur LEGHORN or 
GENO.? If he did not do this, then our job was to hold 
as much of Italy as possible in order not to let the base 
of the enemy air forces comc neor to the Alps. If the enemy 
is successful in 2 landing in Northern Italy then all the 
Germon formstions in Central anc Southern ITialy would be 
lost. Moreover no grounds must be given which might serve 
the Itclians zs a moral pretext for their betrayal, or 
by premature hostile action to commit the bctray-l 
ourselves, In the mczntime thc traitors simply oozed with 
amiability znd assurances of faith, and even got as far as 
to make some of our officers who came into contact with 
them daily doubtful of the truth of the betrayal-hypothesis. 
This was nothing to be wonderec at, for to the German 
officers such cepths of infsmy were Simply incomprehensible, 


The situstion became more and more difficult. It was 
perhaps the only tim. in this war when at times I myself 
hardly knew wh:t I should sug:;cst to the FUHRER. The 
measures to be taken in the event of open betrayal had 
been decided in every detail. The watchword ! xis! would 
set thu. in motion. In the meantime however 211 the divisions, 
which the FUHRER at once c2used to be moved from the WEST 
to Topos italy, were oper.tively idle there - and that st a 
time when the FLST front, subjected to severe assault, was 
heaging for reserves mor: urgcatly than ever, 


How much meanwhile we had been able to find out through 
our troops and through the bordering GAU's - keen as 
taoukhe-heunda on the track of Italian machinations - in 
it aec of manifestly hostile actions and preparations 

n to you all, Howevep, somehow or other the 


Italians. explai ; 
we, hed SH 211 wey. either as a misunde i 
3 n sa inderstandin 
or with excuses, T NT sae . 
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In this insupportable position the FUHRER agreed 
to slash through the Gordian knot by a political anc 
military ultimatum. Then on the morning, of the 7 September 
the enemy landing fleet appeared at SALERNO and on the 
afternoon of September 8th news of the Italian capitulation 
flew through the ether. Even now however, at the last 
moment, the freedom of action cf the Command was still 
held up: the Italians refused to admit the authenticity 
of the wireless message, The password itself therefore 
would not be given but only the 'stanc-by! for the troops, 
until at last at 19.15 this most monstrous of all betrayals 
in history was confirmed by the Italian political authori- 
ties themselves. What followed was both a drama and a 
tragedy. Only at a later date will it be possible to gather 
together and set forth all the grotesque details, The more 
disillusioned the troops 2nd the German Command, the harder 
the reaction.

Many hoads wore haunted by the notion of on immense VLAS- 
JOV army. -t that time we recruited over 160 battalions. 
Our expericnces were good while wo wore oursolvos attack- 
ing successfully. Thoy became bad whon tho position 
changed for the worse crd we were eomoelled to rotreate 
Today only bout 100 Eastern battalions are available 
and hardly ono of these is in the East. One Cossack and 
ono TURKMEN division are ct tho moment 
undergoing their tost by fire in tho South-East. at tho 
moment tho Reichsführer of tho SS is ong^god in draining 
tho dofonsivo resources of Estonin and Latvia as well as 
tho Croatian, lioslom and Macadonian manpower supplies. 


In tho typescript tho word wns typed as 'liborotod', 
This has boon scratched out in favor of 'econquorcd', 
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However, what weighs most heavily today on the 
home front, ənd consequently by reaction on the front 
line also, are the enemy terror raids from the air on our 
homes anc so on our wives and children. In this respect 
the war - and this cannot be repeated often enough - has 
assumed forms solely through th: fault of England such 
as are believed to be no longer possible since the days 
of the recial and religious wars. 


The effect of these terror raids, psychological, 
moral, and material, is such thot they must be relieved if 
they cannot be made to cease completely. It is true that 
they - like any other great trouble - have had some good 
effects. In face of the ruins of one's own possessions 
all social problems, 211 enviousness and all the petty 
impulses of the human soul dic down. But this is no 
consolation for us. asking too much of our air arm and 

inability on the technical sice to keep pace with the 
aircraft development and ragio location of our en-mies 
heave brought us to this pass. The efforts of the JUHRER 
and the Reichs Marshal will overcome this crisis also. 
The first beginnings anc first fruits are there. We 

shell counter the heavy and powerful armament of the 
4-engined bombers by speted anc the annihilating effect of 
fire at long range. Our enemies heave realized this canger 
and sre enceavouring to meet it by destroying the hearths 
of production, It is enough if the enemy bombers c:n be 
made with absolute cert inty in oll cay anc night raids 
to lose lO - 12% of the sirersft put in. Thuy might 
perhaps replace this loss on the equipment sice, but not 
in personnel; and above oll the morale of the crews, 
most of whom heve no idea for what they are fighting and 
who among the _mericans are mainly meterialists, will 
not hold out against it. I əm fully convinced that thanks 
to our new weapons anc technical progress the raids in close 
squ2cron formation which alons by means of their bomb 
carpets have been -ble to produce so annihilating an 
effect will not esexpe their f te. 


Nevertheless the greatest hopes of ¿ll have been 
A stamped by the military command snd the Germen people in 
U-boat warfare, anc thst with every right, since within 
the framework of the general Large-scale strategic cefensive 
which we have been forced by the cevelopment of the war 
and the gradual coming into effect of the superior war 
potential of our enemies, submarine warfare mzy be regerded 
page 42 as the only offensive sector of the German command. Here 
too, in the activities of this weapon, heavy set backs 
have had to be recorded in the course of the last few 
months, set backs which have resulted in the successes of 
the tonnage war no longer being eble to keep up with 
the rate at which the enemy is able to build his merchantmen. 
The reason for the decline in U-boat successes lies in the 
anti U-boot defence m.ssures which the opponent has been 
Criving forward with the uttermost energy, making use for 
this purpose of wide-scale support by the air arm and 
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new highly efficient detector equipment together with 235 
high efficiency bombs and submarine weapons. The 
present crisis in the German U-boat war is therefore 
directly traceable to the enemy's air superiority over 
the ..tlantic. This crisis must and will be overcome, 
The extraorcinary importance of the tonnage war remains 
unassailabl., zs before, In the past it has afforded 
the greatest hindrance to 211 enemy plans of operation 
and it will continue in the future to present the great- 
est threat to any future developments since all the 
continuous heavy transportation of men and equipment for 
the Anglo-Saxon Command and all supply for the armies 
employed in Europe and for England itself must come by 
sea, Elimination of the threat presented by the 
Tonn2ge-war would inevitably set free a vast enemy war 
potential for employment at otha points. 


On our sice measures have been instituted, or 
are already being Ceveloped anc driven forwarc with the 
utmost resolution, with a view to breaking the enemy 
defcnce anc bringing «bout a radical improvement in 
the fighting value of the U-boat. 


There is every reason to believe that they 
will lead to success in the near future anc in this 
way put an enc to the present slackening in the U-boat war.

In spite of this by sticking stubbornly to the task and 
making fullest use of the U-boat wenpon further successes have 
been gained.

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III. The grounds for our confidence in 
Final Victory. 


When at the end of my considerations I come to sum up 
the general situation in a few words I am bound to describe 
it quite candidly as difficult, moreover I cannot gloss over 
the fact that I expect further severe crises. My own attitude 
towards these prospects I should like to characterise 
Girectly by the aphorism from FONTAINE: 


"Great times are always just those when everything seems 
to be going wrong, when every moment brings the fear: 
now its all done for. That's when it shows. Courage 
is good but sticking it out is better. Sticking it 
out, that's the main thing." 


In particular however our confidence is built up on a 
series of points of view to be set forth objectively. At 
the head comes the ethical and moral foundation of our struggle 
which givesits impress to the general attitude of the German 
people and makes our Armed Forces a definitely reliable 
instrument in the hands of its Command. The force of the 
revolutionary idea has not only made possible a series of 
unprecedented successes, it also enables our brave troops to 
achieve feats in defence and in retreat according tp plan 
such perheps the Russians but certainly no other people could 
achieve and which drive off into the realm of Utopie any hope 
on the part of our opponents for a military breakdown. 


As against this themoral, political and military 
tendencies of our opponents by no means from a closed uniformly 
directed whole. This shows most clearly in the fighting morale 
of the English and Jmericans whose successes in ifrica, Sicily 
and Italy are solely ascribable to the weakness and treachery 
of our Italian ally. Where they have met Germen forces in 
battle, they have shown themselves inferior throughout and 
gained the advantage only as a result of multiple numerical 
advantage. This shows particuluriy clearly from the point of 
view of their conduct of the war, for accorcing to our ideas 
it is totally incomprehensible that the Anglo-Americans 
should have avoided forming the Second Front in the WEST which 
their Russin allies have been demanding for over two years, 
and they have by no means extracted fron their opportunities 
in Mediterranean that which eccording to the true state 
of affairs and by German standards of activity they might 
have extracted. 


Well, whatever comes, any further attack by our opponents - 
whether in the NORTH or WEST, in Italy or in the Balkans - 
will place their readiness for action to a hard test. We 
ourselves could tell a tale from the struggle in North 
africa whet supply difficulties can mean and the sacrifices 
they may entail. And reports of the most various kinds from 
the camps of our opponents all point in the same direction, 
showing how difficult the reversion of these conditions is 
already being found by the eneny. 


My most profound confidence is however based upon the 
fact that <t the head of Germany there stands = man who by 
his entire development, his desires and striving cen only 
have been destined by fate to lead our people into a brighter 
future. In cefiance of all views to the contrary I must here 
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testify that he is the soul not only of the political but also 
of the military conduct of the war and that the force of his 
willpower and the creative riches of his thought animate and 
hold together the whole of the German Armed Forces, with respect 
to strategy, organization and munitions of war. Similarly the 
unity of political and military command which is so important 
is personified by him in a way such as has never been known 
Since the days of Frederick the Great, 


That no command is free of errors has often been said by 
the FWHRER himself, moreover the history of war - to use an 
aphorism of SCHLIEFFEN's - consists in general only of a 
series of errors and every war situation, naturally, can only 
be the product of errors. 


What matters ultimately is constant readiness to act, 
the determination never to let oneself be beaten and always to 
stick to the enemy. That it is so now, I am able to assure 
you from the botton of my heart. 


Further, as regards the part played by his collaborators, 
once again, as before, a quotation from CLAUSEWITZ which is 
not very generally known has been found true: "The most 
perfect General Staff with the most correct views and principles 
does not in itself represent perfect leadership of an Army, 
if the soul of a great General is missing." 


It behoves us all therefore to crush down within ourselves 
all faintheartedness and by so doing to create within ourselves 
the foundations of that confidence out of which alone victory 
can grow. fter all, the other fellow is just a bit more 
frightened still, and a war is only lost when it is given up. 


How this war will end, that no man can foretell. What 
imponderables it may yet bring with it, how many hopes may be 
disappointed, and how many troubles may turn to the contrary, 
lies hidden in the carkness of the future. All that is sure 
is that we shall never cease to fight for through the history 
of the world there run, like an bronze law, progress and advance 
upward.

The importation of domestic workers from the East into the Reiche 
Here: Conference with the General Deputy for Labor mobilization 
on 3 Sept. 1942. 


Lh) Noo. 4.3 6 e: 


On 3 September 1942 a conference, under the presidency of the General 
Deputy for Labor Mobilization, of the representatives of the highest Reich 
authoritics, the Party Chanecllory, as well as of the German Labor front 
(DAF) was held at the Thuringenhaus, Berlin W. S, for the discussion of the 
pending importation of domestic wrkers from the East from the Ukraine into 
the Reich. To this Gauleiter Sauckel declared the following: 


It is the definite wish of the Fuchrer that the law over the duty year 
(Pflichtjahr) for women be not over extended, that all German girls must 
work one additional year in housekeeping. This position of the Fuehrer is 
motivated by the positive experionces which have been made so far with the 
women's Reich's labor service; this service has proved itself to be an in- 
strumnt of political breeding through which the German girls are made 
politically more reliable than through one additional year of private house- 
keeping. Therefore, and this is also the opinion of the Reichsmarshcall and 
of Reichsleitcr Bormann, the housekeeping problem must bo solved through a 
different way than the above-mentioned one, 


Therefore, the Fuchrer has ordered the inmediate importation of 400,000 
to 500,000 female domestic Eastern workers from the Ukraine between the 
ages of 15 and 35, and has charged the General Deputy for labor mobilization 
with the execution of this action which is to end in about 3 months, In 
connection with this == this is also approved by Reichsleiter Bormann, the 
illegal bringing of female housekeepers into the Reich by members of the 
Armed Forces, or various other agencies, is to be allowed subsequently, and 
furthermore, irrespective of tho official recruiting, is not to be prevented, 
The determining factor for the recruiting of Ukrainian female domestic worker 
is this: not according to the specific wish of the Fuchrer only such girls ax 
to be recruited against whose permanent stay in Germany, to be determined by 
their conduct and their physical appearance, there will be no scruples; it i: 
in accordance with a specific desire of the Fuehrer that the greatest number 
of these girls be germanized through the recruitment. To this, the 
Fuehrer declared that we have to review our school knowledge about 
people migrations, to the extent that the Lebensraum of the Germanic 
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_ peoples is not only to be considered from a point of view of the newly 
gained territories at that time, but also from the point of view of the 
region of origin of those peoples. The Germans have spread "like beer", 
Only the young people have left whereas the old ones remained at home. 
This is the reason why there are, especially in the Ukraine and in the 
northerly part of the Black Sea, such a great number of blond haired and 
blue eyed people who have neither Tatar nor Caucasian appearances. This 
can only be the case of peasants, descendents of settled Germanic tribes; 
to regermanize them can only be a question of time. It is the Fuehrer's 
desire that in 100 years from now 250 million German speaking people will 
live in Europe,

If, therefore, the recruitment of Ukrainian domestic workers is not 
only unier a labor mobilization consideration but also a racial one, it 
ensues forcibly that a special treatment of this lobor mobilization measure 
is mcessary, which does not exclude the fact that the domestic Ukrainian 
workers are to be considered in the first place as workers from the East 
and are to be provided with tho sign "OST", They are to be employed in 
city households as well as in country households, preferably in familics 
with many children and essential constructive families (Aufbau Familien) 
so that 200,000 of them will be furnished to city households and 200,000 
to country households. In order to prevent a better position of the 
Eastern domestic workers employed in country households as compared to the 
ones employed in cities, the domestic workers from the Ukraine are to ro- 
ceive basically the seme food as th: German civilian population. Because 
these regulations necessitate a revision of the feeding precepts of Prisoners 
of War md soviet civilian laborers as stated in a communication of the 
Reich's nutrition ministry of April 4, 1942, the Reich's minister for 
nutrition and agriculture has asked the General Deputy for labor mobilize 
ation to refrain from the execution of the measures at least until the 
food situstion of the Geman cople permits the importation of more foreign 
labor forces and a better food situntion for the workers from the East can 
be assured. Gauleiter Sauckel spoke in harshest terms against this stand 
of the Reich's minister for nutrition stating that he refuses to discuss an 
order of the Fuchrer. He added furthermore that irrespective of the inport- 
ation of domestic workers, the mobilization of ono ore million workers from 
the East is being planned, this being the only way to realizo in the years 
to come the Fuehrer's Armament and Stcel production program for the execution 
of the great plans in the West am for the annihilation of the greatest war 
economy of the world, the North American one. For the feeding of this 
million rion labor force which number furthermore is equilibrated by the 
fact that approximately 7 million Geman soldiers ere in greater part sup= 
plied with food from the foreign countries, party member Backe has mly to 
solve the organizational problem in order to take advantage of the first 
rate harvest throughout Europe, Never before did a minister for nutrition 
start his functions under such favorable conditions as State Secretary Backe. 
The reference to the difficult transportation conditions to bring the foreign 
harvests into the Reich does not impress Gauleiter Sauckel in the least; he 
would find ways and means to utilize the harvest and the cattle from the 
Ukraine even if he has to draft the whole Jewry of Europe to use them as

a human road for the handling of boxes to the Ukraine. "If the food rations 
both for the Germans and the foreign workers are not increased shortly, 
then ascandal of the grehtost proportion will take place", The decreased 
resistence of the bodies - especially with the shortage of doctors - will 
give rise to great epidemics (see Diptheria Epidemy). It is to be request- 
ed from Party member Backe that the proposed increase of bread and meat 
ration be not done with the start of the winter time only but at the end 
of the present allotment period, so that the weakened bodies ean build up 
à reserve of strength which will getthem well through the winter. The 
Fuehrer cannot understand tho fact that it has to bc in the country which 
carries the greatest weight in the fight for the future of Europe that 
most people go hungry while this is not the casc with France, Hollond, 
Hungary, and the Ukreine and everywhere else; he desires that this be 

the contrary in tho future. As far as the foreign workors in Germany are 
concerned (with the exception of the workers from the East) a slow re- 
duction of food on the basis of performance has to be carricd out; it 
cannot be tolerated that lazy Dutchmen or Italians receive better food 
than a diligent worker from tho East. As far as the nutrition is con- 
cerned, here too tho principle of performance has to be applied. Since 
the new nutrition regulation is scen as being feasible by Gauleiter 
Sauckel in the above mentioned way of thinking, therefore, the special 
action of the General Deputy for labor mobilization (GBA) for the import- 
ation of domestic workers from tho East must be coupled with the current 
recruiting commission in the Ukraine, The delegation from October to 
April of 200,000 to 300,000 male and female workers from the East already 
employed in the German agriculture to industry factories is not affected 
by this; these forces (incl, the female ones) will be returned in the 
spring to their original peasent organizations, and there just as before, 
they will not be employed at home but for agricultural work, A lawful

women, The wages of the female domestic workers are to be paid according 
to a remuneration table for workers from the East; however, this has to 
be deviated through the fixation of special tariffs by the labor trustees, 
In reference to the Easternworker's tax for managcment directors, it was 
decided to ask the Reich's finance minister to higher the Easternworkcrs 
tax by helf for tho familios of up to three childron and to cut it out 
com letcly for fomilios of 4 children and more, 
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At the end of the conference, the Councellor to the Ministry Letsch - 
as he hid done previously with new notices — tried to get the proposed notice 
for the German housewomen ratified by those who took part; however, the 
undersigned protested against that by demanding a copy to determine his 
position. The representatives of the party chancellory, the nutrition 
ministry and other offices joined in this demand so that Gauleiter Sauckel 
promised to make available the draft of the text for September 4, 1942 with 
the request that final positions be taken by 1400 o'clock.

Generally one gathered from this conference that tho questions concern- 
ing the recruitment and mobilization as well as the treatment of the female 
domestic workers from the East sre being handled by the General Deputy for 
labor mobilization, the Reichsfuehrer SS and the Chief of the German police 
and the party chancellory and that the Reich's ministry for the occupied 
territories of the East is not considered as competent or only as half 
competent. . In reference to this the undersigned established specifically that 
the Reich's ministry for the occupied territories for the East has not until 
now participated in the drafting of the notice. He declared furthermore that 
the Reich's ministry for the occupied territories of the East is greatly inter 
ested in the Propaganda for the mobilization of domestic workers, and that it 
be carried out in a favored way considering the necessity to have only 
volunteer forces at the disposition for housekeeping.

These offices represent a coordin- 
tion cf thc especially expericnee Gernuan conpenios in Belgiun and Franco. Among 
aaa aro, for instance, ¿lso a nunber of respectable Hamburg firms. The offices 
ve getting general dircctions fron the Reich offices as to which goods arc urgently

l. a) Protective regulations for tenants will not be generally reveked in 
the case of Jews.

b) For this reason the arianization of real estate will be the last 
step of the total arianization, that means that at present real estate 
is only to be arianized in individuel cases where there are compelling 
reasons.

But even there, where the State has recently 
tried to bring order in the affe:^s c? the Carxch by making decisions such 
as for instance the setting up of : `.. e's finance committee for the Church 
MAn SURE experience has been naje that one portion of the ‘churches 
thought these decisions were necessary. but another portion thougat, for 
dogmatic reasons, that this was an intolerable meddling with the church life. 
With such unfortunate circumstances, there is always a danger for the 
State that it has to execute its decisions forcibly if these are not being 
carried out; this particular condition must be prevented for several reasons. 


For these reasons of doctrinal and political nature, 
the Fuehrer has opposed the setting up of a State Church; 
rejected the attempts to make use of tie authority of the 
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different kind of union between the qe and Church end to settlo outer 
organizational metters which should be the task of the Church. The

Individuel Geu-edministrations often refer in reports to a too indulgent 
treatment of PWs on the part of tha guerd personnel, In many places, according 
to these reports, the guerding authoritiss have even develoved into protectors

I informed the Supreme Command of the Armed Forces of these reports with 
the comment that the productive German population absolutely cennot understand 
it, if, in a time in which the German people is fighting for existence or 
non-existence, PWs — hence our enemies ~ ere lending e better life than the 
German working-men, and that it is an urgent duty of every Germen who has to do 
with PWs, to bring about a complete utilization of their manpowore 


The Chief of PW affairs in the Supreme Command of the Armed Porccs hos now 
given out the uucquivocal order, attached hereto in copy form, to the commanders 
of PWs in the military districts. I request thet this order be brought orally

The PW must according to the convention "be trerted humanely and especially 
be protected ageinst acts of violence, insults, and public curiosity", This 
does not mean, however, thet a similer care must be granted him, as is required 
for German soldiers, 


In the case of the Soviet PWs, insofrr as their diet is brought into hearnony 
with the work output expected of them and they heve recovered from the unavoidable 
rigors of the Eastern war, the sharp health supervision originally necessary, in 
pert consisting cf continuous weight check ups is as e rule no longer required. 
Weight check-ups nsy only hove the ain of detorrining undernourishment; they rre 

"-only to be utilized ia individuel cases, 


The aeriel terrorism of the enemy forces greet parts of the German people 
into a way of life similar to thet prevailing in the opcrationel aren, As n 
result of this, the trestment mà conduct of Us, who enjoy the protection of 
the convention ^f 29 and who are, moreover, through th: receipt of prckrges, in 
many ways better nourished than their countrymen om the enemy side, are regarded 
critically, Especially, a too 414 trertnent ^f Soviet PWs will not be under- 
stood anywhere, as it is known whet frizhtful sufferings Germen soldiers must 

. endure, who have fallen into Sovist hends, 


The leaders of the laber detachments and the guerd personnel must, moreover, 
receive uneouivocel orders and it must continuelly be pointed out to them through 
teaching and instruction that their prinery duty consists in keeping the -Ws 
to the full output of their working energy, end in onsuring that the lazy be 
apprehended most rapidly through such mersures as are permitted to the Entre- 
preneurs or by the punishments reserved to the military superiors and that 
intractable elements be recognized ani segregated, 


Leaders of Labor detachments and guerd personnel must be conscious of the 
fact that, in a time when unconditionel snd extrene cffort is demanded from 
every nember of tho Germen nation, inferior production on the part of the PWs, 
which are traceable to malevolence or carelessness ceu in no case be tolerated. 
The great labor battle of the homeland depends upon the work cutput of every 
individual and thereby also of every PW, 


The thought that PWs through their work primarily fill the wallet of the 
entrepreneur, and hence must be protected from him is erroneous, Entrepreneurs 
are now agents of the German people, They have exclusively to deliver things of 
iuportence to the war effort usually in a very limited time and for this to 
utilize completely all manpower st their disposal according to its best ^e- 
cupational suitebility, The entrepreneurs know thet manpower osnnot be reploced 
and must therefore for this reeson too, have the greatest interest in the pre» 
servation of this power, nass : 
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Labor detachment leaders, guard personnel, entrepreneurs nnd Germen workers 
form one front and have a common goal; the attainment of victory! To this end 
they must, by putting aside all personal wishes, and in closest and most unified 
cooperation make use of the manpower of tho PWs put at their disposal by the 
Reich, Whoever does not work for this goal or interferes with its attainment 
is harmful to the netion and injures our comrades ot the front, 


Hence, the treatment of the PWs employed et labor is to be arranged solely 
to raise the labor output to the highest possible degree and inmedintely to take 
sharp action if the PWs are careless, lazy, or recalcitrant, The PWs are not 
to be "cared for" but are to be handled in such a manner thet the required 
highest degree of work output be attained, With this, needless to say, BOCs, 
besides just treatment of the PWs, the supplying of the FWs with the retions, 
clothing, etc., due them according to existing directives, 


II, The development of the situation and the increasing requirenents for 
PW labor power force us to bring more and more Ms into the Reich, Despite 
this it cannot be counted upon thet the guerd forces will be correspondingly 
increased, also the qurlity of the guard personnel will not on the everage be. 
able to be improved, 


In addition the oroblem becomes mre difficult boceuse the PWs erroneously 
believe thet they can discorn an advantege to themselves in the situation, Hence 
they become arrogent in many cescs and ettempt to escape to n greater extent, 
These symptoms can only be countered by immediately tnxing sherp meesures against 
the PWs in case of recalcitrence sr cscrpe,.

Subject: Treatment of Prisoners of War - Tasks of the guard units, 


The regulations, velid until now, on the treatment of Prisoners of 
War, and the tasks of the guard units are no longer justified in 
view of the demands of the total war effort. Therefore, the Supreme 
Command ( OKW) of the armed Forces,on my suggestion, issned the 
regulation, a copy of which is erclosed. 


The following is cited for its contents : 


1) The understanding exists vetween the Chief of the Supreme Command 

of the armed Forces ( OKW) and nyself, that the cooperation of the 

party in the commistment of prisoners of war is inevitable. Therefore, 

the officers, assigned to the prisoner of war systen, have been instructed, 
to cooperate most closely with the bearers of sovereignty (Hoheits- 
treeger); the commandants of the prisoner of war camps have to detail 
immediately liaison officers to the Kreisleiters, 


Thus the opportunity will be afforded the Hoheitstracgers, to alleviate 
existing difficulties locally, to exercise influence on the behavior 
of the guard units and to better assinilete the commitment of thee 


prisoners of war to the political and econonic demands. X 


2) The increase of performance ( Leistungsstcigerung ) of the prisoners 
of wer depends decisively on how the guard and auxiliary units 
understand their task, and what position they take toward the prisoners 
of war. From this knowledge the necessity is derived, to orient then 
again and again politically and ideologically, to put the meaning of 
their nission constantly before their eyes. For that, in all base 
camps ( Stalags ) National Socialist leaders from headquarters 

( hauptaiatliche NS-Fuchrungsoffiziere ) are being assigned, 


I request the doheitstraeger bo support the commandants of the 
prisoners of war in the selection of capable officers. 
Above that, the Hoheitstraeger ere to furnish the commandants of 
the prisoner of war camps with capable speakers for bhe oriontetion 
of the guard and auxiliary units. Collaborators of tho offices for 
national questions ( Volkstumfregen ) are to be called upon especially 
for that. 
Furthermore, a constent political orientation of the plant owner, who 
is invested now with special rights toward the prisoners of wer and 
toward the guard units, must take place in cooperation with the German 
Labor Front (DAF).

In order to prevent difficulties and delsy -which is of course not desired 
by you- in the liquidation of the companies under my supervision, I have to-day 
dispatched the following telegram to the Gau Leaders because of the particula 
urgency: 

"In order not to delay the liquidation of companies under my supervision, 
I beg to point out that the companies concerned are not private firms 
but business enterprises of the Reich so that also actions with regard 
to them just as with regard to government offices are reserved to the 
highest authorities of the Reich, I supervise the following companies:

interest of an orderly war economy. Restored properly not yet surrendered 
has already been carmarked for the armed forces and war economy, so that any 
delay of the liquidation or perhaps even independent confiscation of the pro- 
perty by the Gau Leaders would impair or destroy an organized plan, something 
that should not be done without a compelling reason in the interest of war 
economy. In order to give you an idea of the past and present problems of 
these companies, I am attaching enclosed a corresponding survey. 


I beg you to acknowledge receipt of the telegram to the Gau Leaders, 


Finally, I want to point out also that in my mind it is not correct to 
simply order the Gau Leaders under the heading "actions against civilians in 
rear echelons" to press the speeding up of the liquidation of offices snd es- 
tablishments which have been brought back from the occupied torritcoriloo. 

Without doubt cases have occurred where such pressure was warranted by 211 

means, On the other hand, it has been proven that, for instance, thousands of 

decent men and women as well as firms, who have done thcir duty under the most 
Qo conditions there, have been brought back from the occupied territorics 

and have recognized the need of the hour immediately, but can simply not com- 

plete their work still necessary for the liquidation at present from one day 

to the other. As far as the Eastern territ sies are concerned, tho above applies 

to the majority of the people assigned, so that I am obliged to regrot that 

you also associate those people with the most ill-reputed term of rear-cchelon.

The number of personnel of the Z.0. and its subsidiary companies has

The Landbewirtschaftungsgessellschaft Ukraine (LBGU) had the following 
missions (Figures according to status of lst July 1943): 


(a) Supervisory management of almost 31,000 collective farms and agri- 
cultural cooperatives (former Kolhoze) with 1.7 million farms, of 
almost 540,000 individual farms with an area used for cultivation of 
maximum 38 million hektars (93.9 million acres) - 24.5 million hectars 
(60,5 million acres) during summer 1913-, 

Managing trusteeship of 1875 state-owned estates with an area used 
for agriculture of 2.8 million hectars (6.9 million acres), 
Managing trusteeship of 72 bree’! :g stations with an area of 124,000 
hectars (306,400 acres), seed reproducing area of 424,000 hectars 
(1,047,700 acres), 
Trustee management of 17 offices for distribution of seeds of 
270 seed distribution points and of 619 seed depots with a seed 
capacity of 192,000 tons, 
Managing trusteeship of 900 mechine and tractor stations (MTS) with 
49,600 tractors. 


The LBGU maintained 1 central business office, 6 district offices 
(with 5 branches offices), 114 regional offices, 431 county offices, 2870 
base offices and 400 supervisory bodies. 


The LBGU has already completed the liquidation of the following 
affairs: je 

(1) Management of the general enterprises (see above under a), 

(2) Management of the state-owned estates (see above under b), 

(3) Sheep-breeders association ‘Ukraine, 

(4) Financial liquidation (balance-sheet of liquidation as of lst July 

1944 will be completed on 20th Oct. 1944). 

At present the LBGU still attends to the following matters: 

(aa) Utilization of still remaining 5400 tons of highly valuabie, evacuated 
seeds (a total of 98,000 tons have been brought back), most of which 
will be transferred to tho Landbau-Gesellschaft m.b.H. (Land Develop- 
ment Company Limited) founded recontly by the Commissioner for the 
Four Year Plan, - termination b} She end of this year-, 
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(bb) Utilization of the rolling stock, parts of equipment and similar 
matters confiscated by the armed forces. 


(ce) Realization of the MTS evacuation depots and work shops. The 
personnel used in connection with this (90 civilians, 34 military 
personnel) occupied mainly with new problems regarding the em- 
ployment of agricultural machines znd the repair thereof. The 
transfer of these mechines to the above mentioned Landbau-Gescll- 
schaft has been projected in the near future, 


The number of personnel employed by the LBGU has been reduced from 
4500 Germen and Dutch workers as of 30 June 1943 to 410 as of Ist Oct. 
1944, 


Of these latter 248 were made available for other important war jobs, 
especially in the general government, by way of orders and leaves from 
present jobs, 28 employees are assigned to supervise 50,000 Ukrainian 
workers in key-positions and skilled laborers of the LBGU, Another 90, 
as mentioned, are employed for the problens of utilizing agricultural 
machines and for the repair thereof (see above cc), Consequently, only 
44 persons are employed to wind up the remainding affairs,

The BGO has been founded with the purpose to procure machines and 
other investment goods for the economy of the Eastern Territorics as 
well as to perform special assignments, 


Today, it has the following assignments: 


Winding-up of concluded business-contracts (50 mill, Reichsmark of a 
total procurement in the value of 115 mill Reichsmark), according to 
which deliveries will be made within tho noxt 9 months; 


procurement of machine tools and wood-working machines by order of 
the Reich Minister for Armament and War production, 


Collection and utilization st economic assets evacuated from the 
Eastern Territories and the General Government whereby the BGO acts 
as an executive company for Dr, Kenna, the Commissioner for tho 
utilization of goods for the Reich Minister for Economy and the Reich 
Minister for Armament and Wer-production (see Annex (1) and (2)). 


Liquidation of the Steine und Erden Ost G.m,b.H, (Stone and Soil East 
Company Limited). 


According to orders by the Reich Minister for Armament and War pro- 
duction the machines which aro being delivered in agreement with 
current business contracts are being transferred particularly to 
German industries demagod by bombing. The other deliveries are 
being iisposed of in accordance with orders of the OKH/Chef H Ruest 
u.BdH, (Supreme Command Army) as well as of the cconomic administra- 
tive agencies and of the Planning Commissioners. 


This procurement is also done for tne German industry. 


The execution of these assignments is in full swing, and the work 
connected with it is stoadily increasing. So far the BGO has col- 
lected about 1000 carloads of ev--natod goods. One part of these is 
directed by the B,G.0. to agencics charged with their utilization 
which operate under its management. Another part - particularly

The question of the treatment of Prisoners of War is contin- 
ually being brought up and discussed by Wehrmacht and Party bureaus, 
nemely that the possibilities of punishment provided in the agres- 

ent of 1929(M. Dv.-38/2) are not sufficient. Primarily neither 

he military punishnent law nor the discipline law, which has been 
eliminated for German military personnel, offers a punishment which 
can be used with satisfactory success ih case of an insubordinate and 
provoking attitude of Prisoners of War, The followin: is hereby 
fundamentally affirmed: 


l.) The M.Dr. 38/2 (Azreement 1929) article 46 states tmt Prisoners 
of War cannot receive any other punishments than those meted out 

to German military personnel, That applies to all Prisoners of War 
with the exception of Soviet Prisoners of War. For Soviet Prisoners 
of War the order of the Supreme Command of the Wehrmacht 2 f 24.73 
LWA/Prisoners of War, General (IA) No. 389/422 of the 24.3.1942 
Article A, fourth parazraph is applicable, 


2.) Improper and provoking attitude of Prisoners of War toward Ger- 
man guard personnel as well as toward German contractors and workers 
forces and justifies this bein; enacted for the preservation of 
their own dignity and of national esteem. German law has an appli- 
cation for this; in the case of self-defense ST GB Art 53 is appli- 
cable, According to the existing law, self-defense occurs not only 
in the case of present actual attakks but also present attacks on 
one's honor, on one's property, ete. The Law of Self-defense con- 
cerns not only the party attached, it applies also to the protection 
of a third party fron ettack. Third in tho sense of the N Art 53 
&.4. G are not only persons, but also the persons of the public and 
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and private law, as for instance the State, the municipe:> ty, sccic cu, 
ete. The party attacked can use for protection any means that the 
situetion requires and the use of which does not contradict the 
heclthy naticnal interest.(Gesundem Volksenpfinden). A subsequent 
punishment of a prisoner of war for improper and provokin; attitude 
of Physical ehsstiserent is not permissable since self-defense is 

no longer present, 


3) In ease of the diminishing of the effort to work only the guard 
and the assistant suard(for exemple among the farmers there is very 
often a personal union between &ssistant-;uard and contractor) can 
interfere as the military superior of the Prisoners of Wer.

He can use the wespon as much as is necessary to 
attain his goale» If the assistant guard is not armed, then, he is 
authorized in forcing obedience by other applicable means, 


4.) The military personnel, officials, and assisting guard personnel 

who arg eharsed with the duty of guarding prisoners of war are to bc 
@ instructed accordingly. It is to be made clear to them what means 

the law puts ct their disposal, in order that they may be able to 

combat insubordinations, provocative attitudes and abatement of the 

will to work on the part of the prisoners of war, and what also the 

limits are to which they can go.

is Obergruppenfthrer Kaltenbrunner informed the deputy Chief of 
WFSt in Klessheim on the afternoon of 6.6, that a conference on this 
question had been held shortly before between the Reich luorshell, the 
Reich Foreign Minister end the Reichsftthrer SS. Contrary to the original

standerd for the evidence of'&e criminal ection in this sense. Lynch law 
would heave to be the rule. On the contrery, there hes been no question 
of court mertial sentence or handing over to the police.

Shirteenth Regulation under the Reich Citizenship Law 
of 1 July 1943 


Dreizehnte Verordnung zum Reichsbürgergesetz 
von 1. Juli 1943

Under Article 3 of the Reich Citizenship Law of September 15, 1935 
(RGBl I 1146) the following is ordered: 


Article 1 
1) Criminal actions committed by Jews shall be punished by the police. 


2) The provision of the Polish penal laws of 4 December 1941 
(RGBL I 759) shall no longer apply to Jews. 


Article 2 


1) The property of a Jew shall be confiscated by the Reich after 
his death. 


2) The Reich may, however, grant compensation to the non-Jewish 
legal heirs and persons entitled to sustenance who have their domocile 
in Germany. 


3) This compensation may be granted in the form of a lump sum, not 
to exceed the ceiling price of the property which has passed into 
possession (Verftigungsgewalt) of the German Reich, 


l4) Compensation may be granted by the transfer of titles and assets 
from the confiscated property. No costs shall be imposed for the legal 
processes necessary for such transfer. 


Article 3 


The Reich Minister of the Interior with the concurrence of the 
participating higher authorities of the Reich shall issue the legal and 
administrative provisions for the administration and enforcement of this 
regulation. In doing so he shall determine to what extent the provisions 
shall apply to Jewish nationals of foreign countries. 


Article li 


This regulation shall take effect on tho seventh day of its promulga- 
tion, In the Protectorate Bohemia and Moravia it shall apply where German 
administration and German courts have jurisdiction; Article 2 shall aben 
apply to Jews who are citizens of the Protectorate.

I hod, as a aatter of principle, 2grecd with the Ministry for 
zropocanda thot no publications whatsoever regarding the occupied 
Eestein Territories should be published without ay express consent.

- Then it was also said that 
I had declared 550 men ^s unfit for war service and thus deprived 
the amacd forces of thun, “nd that I also lcft 30 Officers zitnout 
wor's as an advance soamond in Taganrog.

ag roz4rds the re-settloacnt 6f the Geraons from Lithuania, 
the Fuchrer said that ho was under the impression that people who 
had alre^&y settled here would have to be re-sektticd again. I 
told the Fuenrcr that it was not so, this was a aatter concerning 
more thon 30,000 settlers capable of resettlenent who were still 
detained in camps and who were worn down by the prolonged camp life. 


4t last I reforred to the new Molotov mq@orandum regarding 
supposed horrors and our economic measures, which , as a aattor of 
fach, refers to some statements in the so-called "Green Polder” 
of tho cconomic staff East of the -year Plan. sresuaably sueh state- 
ments hd been discovered on the body of a shot agrarian leider; 
^ year ago I hod already expressed my concern about the too-clearly 
expressed tendeacies of those statenmts. 4 nuaver of agrarian 
leaders 2lro:dy had been xillod, also three territorial comissioners 
alrecdy have been killed fighting the partisans. 


Thereafter I described to thc Fuznrer the considerations 
vhich caused we to grant sclf-adninistration to the Baltic countries. 
First of all this was not proclai.aed by Law, but it was only my 


In praxis it nemnt nothing beyond a confirmation of an Already 
existing state of affairs and the 2bolition of 2 certain uncertain- 
ty. 4e were very short of officials and were thus forced to be 

most economical with human materidl. However, frequently efforts 

were noticable to meddle with the triviznlities of life which necessi- 
tates new daamés and withdraws too manw soldiers from the armed 
forces. It left the doors open for sume people to eseape aray ser- 
viec. Furthermore, self-adainistration was connected with an inercased 
willingness to works fter all thore werre enough safet clauses 
whereby the self-adainistration could not undertake anything without 
the sanction of the Couxaissioner GcBerall. In order to eliainate 

any possible political danger, an exception has been made with Riga., 
Riga has 10-12,000 officials and was to receive a German mayor who 

is not subordinated to the Lithuanian s=lf-administration. Thereby 
personal political policy of the Lithuaanian Directorate would be 
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avoided. By this measure Riga would be an experiaent for anexed 
odninistration. 


"e also created an historical alibi and had denonstr :tea 
that we were meeting the Baltic nations nore than half way. If 
at_ a later date this would not be acmowledged, we had every justi- 
fication to proceed aoro drastically. The Fuehrer <ept 211 decrees 
ond regulations in order to exnaine thea. Yet during the whole of 
the report he made no co.mments. 


~ftervards the Fuchrer asked how all those economical measures 
werc lootcd upon by the part of tho Germans. whereupon I replied 
that, of course, the entire ceonoaic managenent was in Gernan 
hands, and that this fict had produced a deterioration co the aorcke, 
Generally speatinz the aonopolistic co.apanics and the ZAO (Zentral- 
handolsses. Ost-Zastern Central Traic) are fundaacntally necessary, 
only they heve to be supervised. Dr. Lada interjected that jri- 
vate profits hod to be throttled i in order to avoid too strong a 
group of profitocrs. I once nore referred to the question of 
monopolies and wished to ascertain whether the fuchrer intended 
an absolute tobacco monopoly for here, whereupon he declared that 
he was particularly interested in the retail aonopoly. The question 
of arranging for the producers could Still be settled at a later 
date. I replied that the cconoaic lenders have not yet agreed upon 
the question of the producers. The opinion is frequently prevalent, 
that the production itself meed not necessarily be a direct state 
monopoly. I told the ruchrer thet I shall have the whole question 
exagincd once agains 


Then the w oblon of relizious frceedon for the occupied Eastern 
territorics was discussod,. The Fuehror consulted ReichBléitor 
BOLAN, who already had gathered much experience b; the preparatior: 
for the .jartholand mà for austria. I explained the the situations 
in the East was that various large ecclesiastical groups being fonaed, 
but that one should not allow such development to take place without 
supervision, but that one ought to direct sme and that the intended 
decrees, respectively orders, were for the purpose of protecting 
us froa unonticipatod surprises... BOUWLNN entircly agreed with this 
attitud., he merely questioned af the ucichainister Tast, who also 
had saac standing in Gorasny, would not produce too close 2 depen- 
deney by a law which wight have repercussions inside the Reich. 

“hat was to be understood under "Polizicus freedom" was to be 
interpreted by thc Churches, and he eculd anticipate, that such 

l^v would produce hundreds of now letters and ecaaplaints on the 
part of the churches within the Reich. The Fuchrer considered a 
nuaber of twists and foras which would cliainate süch 2 danger, and 
after discussing its uit:bility the Fuchrer read the deeree and gave 
his consent. Finally it was agreed that the whole question was not 
to bc settled by myself in the fora of 4 law, but that the Reich 
Goulaissioncers tate the existing réligious frecdou so to speak for 
Granted and would deerce the necessary executive orders. I was then 
to wateh the developaent continuously and retain the executive 
control. It is casily possible that theilesders of the churches 

in the Ukraine would eaabino in order to elect a patriarch. I 
pointed out that this vas already the case fcr .311 practical 
purposes -nd that a stocring of the aatter is n.ecessacy. Tae Fuchrer 
asied me if I really thought that all the Jizrai-nians were faithful 
adherents of the church. I replied that with tae older generation 
and the wanen it was certainly the case, the ywuth were alre dy 
Sonewhst unaecustoucd to church. Furtheraore I had transported 

fran Kiev to Berlin the "Atheist -Juseua". In tinis the writings 

of the national writer of thc J'mraimc, SCHEWTSUCHENAO, are quoted 
ond it uny be possible to publish then in the lUxroinion langusge 
inaa sense which in truth was not far the churech. also Such freedaa 
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of expression of opinion has also to be guaranteed. Moreover the 
fuchrer emphazised that after the war he would proceed rinst the 
churches with the fitting measures; he believed that he was still 
able to do something beeu se of his authority which at 1 later 

dato would be difficult for anybody clse. He would not forget thc 
attitude of the chureh during the war. I told fhe Fuehror that I 
carried out churbhpolitical lectures in a saall circle in ay lecture 
house in Dchlaa, in which the whole problen was thoroughly exa.ündds, 
so that in the future the necessary idealogical fight would also be 
carriod out with thc necessary knowledge and on the necessary 

scol ce 


Thon the tro:taont of the countrics which were Gersany's 
wards was discussed. I pointed out that sane representatives ine 
terpretcd the point of view of the mister race,by travelling up 
and down the country with the whip. It is true, formerly one used 
to say of the Slavs that they liked to be thrashed. But this had 
changed r:dically. Now the situation was that the public thrashing 
ment the sane as for the Ürientols "the losing of face." Even the 
Bolshevics mistreated the prosoners abominably:.behind the walls, 
but never in public view. 4 nuaber of incidents had occurred caused 
by thoughtless talk. It is necessary that our foreign roprosonta- 

“tives also know hwo to keep silent. The Fuehrer read the draft of 
uy decree for tho Reich Camissioner Ukraine and gave his emsent 
te “to ite 


."I then described to the Fuehrer the reception of the three 
delegations of faracrs in grateful ac'mowledgement of our agrarian 
legislation and produced all our propaganda, such as circulars, 
pouphlets, posters, translations of German wri'tings, eto. The diffi- 
culty hore, too, was that it had taken 2 long *iae until the 13 
wacgons could be transported. s part had reanimed in the Govemmant, 
Gencral. The waole action was very successful. I then subaitted to 
the Fuchrer photogr^phs of Ukranian men and women who were working 
in the Heinkel works. The fuehrer expressed his surprise at the 
extraordinary good looks and even be:uty of the peoples 


I then dealt with the eaployaentoof foreign workers in the 
occupicd Eastern territories. I hod appointed a special delegate 
for this who had been very active lately to cu ltivate all those 
existing connections ond to institute new ones, àt first the 
Danish minister LaRSEN had travelled the Zastl.ond with the Gemerol- 
Director JUNKER who was the chief of tho Danism comaittee for 
enploynent in tho Eas. This jouney alreody had produced tangible, 
practical results: in sort undo a large cenon t works was being 
rebuilt, thc machinery would be deli\ered with in a few weeks, after 
on initial starting time about 75,000 tons of ‘cement will be 
produced annually. Further erections of cement works would be pos- 
siblce The coaplotion of peat works could now ‘be prepared in order 
to benefit fron it in the following year. Two eexperts aad to be 

senttthere, ond within a few weeks one could stuart with the installa- 
tions. The sono applies to a large plaster facttory, to the couplo- 
tion of concrete and wooden shoe factories. Since it will probably 
begaic impossible in the future to continue t o provide the popu- 
lation with leather shoes. The factory will bee capable of 2 daily 
output of 10,000 shocs. wurtheraore, a number of other business 
plannings are also being considered. Dspeciall~y the oilfactory 

at Libau is ready to be taken over, also greaserics, shipbuilding 
plants, ctc. all those works thus promise'a epsmsiderable inerease 
in production for the caning years. Negotiatsion.s had takon place 
also with the Butch, and Reich Commissioner Sey SS Inqart had just 
now submittcd a first dr-ft regarding the inpi pynent of Dutch 
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people in the region of Libau. It is planned to haid over to tho 
Dutch pcople 500,000 ha of lend to by cultivated under stipulation 
that after ddlivery of all that is clained by the Geran aduinistra- 
tion, they ore permitted to export the surplus to Holland. Sme 

of the details had still to be settled. Tho Fuohrer thought one 
could as a uattor of principle admit Yutcham to the Eas, because 
if there were not more than 1000 people, then they would be absor- 
bod. do did not wish large colonies. The matter was left undecided, 
to be thoroughly investigate, Moreover the DaF German Jorxors Front 
had bought a wharf at Varna in order to tackle the building of 
emcrcte ships. 


I then reported to the fuchrcr the planning of central office 
for planning in the East, and I zave hin the names on tho camittce 
for the genercl policy, cecononics, etc. Tho supraae authorities 
of the Reich had sent their canisaries. Naturally nothinz would 
be done at this stage in which might somehot; hanper the war preduc- 
tion. 


Then the discussion turned to Caucasian ond the policy of the 

Foreisn Ministry) towards the Eastern territorios. I reported 
to tho Fuchrer that. for some time, wo had picked out the best of 
the prisoners by camissions of the Ministry East. The Oi had now 
established the Turkestan Legim through direct collaboration 
with us. «according to my information received frar the manager of 
ehicf section “rolicy", the caap is in perfect condition, the 
Camander has learnéd the Turkeston languages, and the Truxcstans 
have accepted Geraan military terms and have an anti-Bolshewist 
attitude. The legions of the Caucasians would be modeled on siailar 
lincs. If one had not in the beginning on the part of the SD,callod 
all those peoples "Asiatics", had thea shot or left to their fate, 
there would bo more troops at the dispos 1 of the German Reich 
today. 4 new flag was created for the Turcest in legion, the half 
moon was done away with ond in its place put bow and arrow. I 
Showed the PFuchrer the individual syabois for the designs for 
flags for the Gcorgians, aracnins, «aserbeidschanians, Cubancossacks, 
and ialaueks, The Fuchrer had no objections aziinst those designes, 
however, he ascd my opinion about the imacnians. I stated that 
4Amionia was the best bolt between Turkey and sserbeidscimn , and 
thus eculd stop a ranturanian sovaient towards the East, Generally 
speaking the amenian people theaselves are stotionary, 1 people 
of fanaers who had considerable industrial skill. 


I then described to the Fuchrer our relationship with the 
Foreign Ministry. The Reich Minister for Foreign iffairs claimed 
the politie^l hmdling of the E-stern territories, in as far as it 
has not been taken over directly within our adainistrition. I said 
that the Reich Foreign Minister had formed a large Eastcrn camittee 
and had despite our protests convoxed in increasing measure the 
most varied cuairronts. I read to the fuchrer n list of emigrants 
fror Turkey, from raris, fran Svi tzorlond, 211 of whom were staying at 
the „dlon Hotel in Jerlin&.Iwo of then, aecording to our information, 
were well-'mown espionage agents. I thought it extreaely risky to 
assciabhe here these qaaigrants fron all parts of tho world. The 
Fuchrer listcnod in surprise, I said that vé prepared years ago 
alrcady for the Eastern qucstion,..In this connection we had made 
possible the studies of Dr. BLNZING 2na assigned hia upon request 
for 2 certain period to the aa. (Foreign Ministry). The as. then 
ercoted for hii a seperate dep rtacnt for planning and appointed hia 
to bo a Hogiorungsrat (Advisor of the Governacnt). 


It subscqucntly refused to return hia to us. Tho sane applies 
in the e^sc of thc Turkestanian &aYUd. The questions hod long been 
discussed with hin. Je had acrely lomed him to-the si. for the 
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JBAPposc of broadcasting propaganda, Now the is. was sending him to 
varis, in order to colloct omigrantss The Fuchrer gave the strictest 
instructions to the Reich‘Minister Dr. LwidERS, to inform the si. 
officially that it had to discontinue its activities in the Hast 
inst ntly. It was also to release the retained personalities to 
the ilinistry L-st, and he did not wish any further inquiries. 

I further explained that I had talked to State Secretary v. 

4EIZS..ECKER a few weeks ago and requested him to infora the Reich 

Foreign Minister that I u.s loosing forward to speaking to hin 
personally. JZIZSsECMER said that tho two points of view diffcrod. 
when 4cizsa^eekor was asked abaut it after sane tine, he said that 
ho did not understand fron this talk taat_he was to arrange the 
mcoting betwcen Ribbentrop and aysclf. We have interpreted this 
renari that tho matter was to be put off until after the con“ress 
of cuigrants had been eonvo'scd in Berlin. Sone days ago we vere 
inforacd by a liaison man of the is. that they did not at all 
consider the attitude which I n-d reported to the Fuchrer in regard 

to the Caucasian people, as binding for then but that it was of a 

purcly private chracter. The #fuchrer once nore eaphazised his point 

of victe 


I then reported to the Fuehror on the wor of the preparatory 
reconstruction staffs. With the exception of a few personalities 
whom the Fuchrer preferred not to have employed or preferred to be 
used in Germany. the Fuchrer accepted the proposed list of person- 
Qlities. Tho tusks of Reich Minister SPEER end his relationship 
with iic, were then thoroughly discussed. The #uchrer said that he, 
for cxaiple 3 had sade the worst experiences in rogord to the 

‘matters of r ilro:d traffic by the fact that the Govornacnt General 
had its ovn railroad administration between the front lines and the 
Reich. Because of these circwastances 2 lot of aisunderst ndings 
and frictions were caused. The separate administrations did not 
function and interfered with the uniform technical direction so 
that very nearly catastrophic conditions resulted, if tno ontire 
adainistration of railrocd traffic had not been transferred to the 
Reich Ministry of Comunication. Only by these means had it be- 
caac gradually possible to inererse the daily nuaber of trains 
frau 125 to 220. for tho construction of arin thoroughfares and 
arai-c1ent works it is also necessary that a central office has 
control, ond SZEER nlro:sdy proved at the beginning of nis officials 
dutics that he ‘mew how to tackle a job well. sie succeeded to solve 
many a tcehnical task in very short tino, which noraally would have 
ta‘cm months, and he, tho Fuchrer, was most satisfied with tais 
choicce I told the Fuchrer that I had proaised ay utaost support 
to ScEEA from the very beginning and that I had accepted in principle 
his first drafts for an arrangenent, with the only exception of 
two points, that is that this arrmgaent should renin in force 
beyond the duration of tho war and sccondly, that the lopartaental 
Chief of the O.T. (Organistion Todt), wno should have a rank of 
about Oborrogio:ungsrat, should be able to piss 2 decision against 
the Reich Commissioners. 


The Futhrén phoscupónostátal repeatedly that the eich Ministry 
S*ZER would be dissolved on the very day ponce was declared and all 
his prescnt tasks would be split up. The annagenent of tho artery 
ronds through the East, however, hol still technically to be ecntrally 
onduetode They arc, therefore, tasks for the iaaodiato warcffort. 
Specr also neither has the intention nor the counaission to start 
building houses now, but he iust be empowered tw prevent tho buil- 
king anywhere of lerge ad.ainistrative palaces or siailar buildings, 
which arc not war osscntial. Dr. LawMERS Suzge sted to ineludo by 
way of agrocaent or decree of the Fuchrer, that this deeree was 
only for tho duration of the wor. I then described to the Fuehrer 
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the present general situation, according to which new plenipoten- 
tiorics-in-chief cndeavoured to carry out direct actions in the 
occupied Eastern territories, overlooking those dignitaries who werc 
appointed by the Fuchrer himself. at the monent the problea of the 
eaployaont of labor was under discussion. In those places where the 
eauxaissionors-in-chief hed been informed in good tiae and had the 
possibility to enlighten the populations concerned, it was possible 
to achieve a consideralbe voluntary readiness for wor, In any othe. 
instanecs one adovted aessures of enforcenent immediately, without 
taing any consideration of the caaaissioner in chief, with the 
result that in certain toms a flight into the woods took place, in 
order that they would not be - to use their own phrase - deportcd, 
Those men would decidedly increase the mumber of partisans and thus 
endanger our lines of supply. Other foreed laborers had left the 
trains going into thc Reich during the night, with the result thot 
they sented holf aapty at the frontier of the Government General. 
They, too, would constitute 2 danger. as a result at places which 
were included in the Four Year rlan thenselves, the very Four Year 
rlan had withdrawn workers who were partially lost, and thus the 
opposite result was achieved, that is a noticeable deterioration 

of the situation ond ill feclimg.d the population. I already ro- 
ceived a number of reports from the Ukraine and fraa Latvia which 
enfirm this state of affairs. If now aediua or lower technicians 
proceeded similarly without regard of the comaissioners in chief, 
these conditiong would deteriorate consideralby without thereby 
achicving the te¢hnical effects. I point out that develogaent., 

If Reich Minister SrEER would retain his autnority in its old 

form, I would be forced to decline the responsibility for con- 
ditions in the future and, in my cage, could not be subjectcd to 
criticisa if the political situation would worsen very decisive by. 
Fhe Fuchrer listened to the report nost attentively, as was uy 
iapression, and then he said that, in any case, the arterial roads 
had to be secured by tcehnical mens in order to supply the fronticr 
with guns ana annunition. The matter was then discussed once aorc. 
I pointed out what erent effort it took me to restrain the supreie 
Reich authorities from interfering with the occupied Eastern terri- 
torics; the arguments, however, were so convincing, that one 
realized to a large extent that the direction of the East could 
only be earricd out centrally. If tuis painfully achieved position 
was now to be broren by such a fa-reaching decree for Scie, the 
tendency would revive everywhere to interfere with the occupied 
Eastorn territories disrogarding the Ministry Bast. The fuchrer said 
that under no eireuastoneos should that happend, ond he insttuctcd 
Dr. LidiEAS, that be was to reject such deaands on the Fuehrer's 
orders. 


Dr, Lad[XaG was ordered to draft a formulation of the tasks 
of Reich Ministcr SHER in the occupied Eastern territories in re- 
lationship to myself for the duration of the ware 


In the course of the discussion a number of other aatters were 
also deàlt with. The Fuchrer approved tnc final version reg irding 
uniforas of the oceupicd territorios. - I peported to hin the re- 
sults of the exhibition fniágbai, Bruxelles nà of the work progress 
of tho oxhibition "Tight for EUROcE".- 


The question of the awirdin; the iron cr»oss to the Estonians, 
Lithuanians, and Latvians to a problaa of the OK. The »smed 
Forces are in favor of such awards. However, tmcre are sme political 
objectionse The Fuchror believes to see a danger in it, that in 
case of future canplications the bearer of the EK (iron cross) 
aight have to be subjected to disciplinary pun‘ishaent. I expLainde 
taat soldiers of the Baltic nations - accordin.g to aany utterances -~ 
looted upon an award as 2 guarantee for Reich citizenship. Thereby 
the political effect of 1 Geraanisation and on the other hand 
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the skimaing of mationalistie forces would betoane possible. The 
matter was to be exa.ained once again. 


I informed the fuchrer of zy intention to start ay first official 
journgyyinto the Eastland on the llth (ay, the Fuchrer authorized 
me to extend his greetings to the appointed adainistrative COrpS. 


I then roported to the Fuchrer the fesults of actal collection 
in the Eastland which produced 2,500 tons. By collecting those ne- 
tals still available in the economy, t.c igure would be raised to 
3,500 tons. Tho collection of wools too had reached tho average of 
the Reich. 


I handed the Fuehrer a filo note regarding the developacnt 
of rubber plantations, whieh has been fostered by the forcign 
policy office of tho N.S.D.a.z. since 1936. Despite all tho official 
refusals the plants were at first cultivated in athens, later on 
the Reich Food Minister grantcà a fov acres of lad in Geranny. 
Now it is cultivated in the Wartheland md in tho Governaont Generel, 
and later on in the Ukrsino where fron 1943 on aore than 100,000 ha 
willibe vor'sed. The harvest will then provide enough to fill the 
eaP which is still open fran (synthetic rubver production. 


During the report I turned the converstion toward the planning

Dear Reichsleiter! 

I report that I have returned today from a wecks trip to 
Obcrdcnan and Vicnna, Besides checking on tho confiscated convents 
and monasteries, the main reason for my trip to Linz and Oberdonen 
was to find out whether any of thc confiscated convents offered 
facilitics suitable for temporarily storing the collections acquired 


by the Fuhrer. 


4fter having secn the convents at Hohonfurth, St. Florian, 
Krenesmunstcr, Schloegel, Wilhering etc., and after having 
discussed the matter with Gaulciter Eigruber and his deputies, I 
found that the convent in Krenesmunstor is extremely suited for 
this purpose. There are in this convent 50-60 rooms that can be 
locked; the varicus now acquisitions con be stored there tomporori- 
ly. There is also the "Empercr's Stcll" there, 25 m long, end 
a flight cf 7 rooms in good shepe, 2t present the picturc-gallery 
of the convent, not very valuable, is on exposition. From time to 
timc, the newly acquired ccllections may bc presented tc the Fuhrer 
therc. 

Krenesmunstcr is situated in the woods, for away from indus- 
trial area; therefore, a threat from the oir hardly exists. 

In case the Fuhrer should oprco with tho proposal tc have 
Kronesmunstor as a depot fer Linz, it is suggested thet the 
Germans from Bessarabia who are at present livinz in the convent, 
be moved into anothcr convent, in order tc safeguard the stocks, 
particularly against fire. 

Therefore, I beg to have the Fuhror state his intentions re- 
gerding their proposal which is also suppcrtod by Gauleiter Eigruber 
not only is the collection Lanz in Amstordan, packed in tho mean- 
timc, awaiting, alsc several other ccllocticns cf paintings for 
which there'd hardly be space encugh in xunich, arc ready, end 
so is Dr. Topfor's library which was bought in Switzerland., Also 
the very rich stocks, already packed and stored in Vienna, confis- 
cated from Jewish owncrs, end many new acquitions from Vicnna 
could be brought to Krenesmunster. This way, rcom could be made 
in Vienna and what remains of confiscated art-treasurcs could be 
distributed.

experts from Berlin, Vicnne, and Breslan, end, so far as I 
could determine it has been almost completely carried out. 

Works of art and culture, mainly from Warsaw were saved, 
perticulerly from the badly damaged chateau of the Kings whose 
furniture and interior decorations were salvaged to a large extent. 
In Crewcow, box-cors containing thc works of art sccured from 
public, clerical and privato ownership arrived almost daily. 

The Art treasures are being collected in the particularly suitable 
building of the Jagellonic Library in Corcow and are being sct 

up there properly, a task which may be finished by Fobruary 190. 
AS soon 2s the task of collecting shall be finished and an in- 
ventory is made so that a complete survey of the entire valuable 
Polish A4rt-trcasure can be mado, I shall again travel to Cracow

The official pictorial service is photographing oll important 
works of art little by little. The governor gencral shall prescnt 
these pictures in one form of a photo-Album to the Fuhrer. 

I was able to gain some knowledge on the public and private 
collections as well as clerical property. in Cracow ond Warsaw., It 
is truc that we cannot hope too much to cnrich oursclves fron 
thc acquisition of prect Art works of paintings ond sculptures 
there with the exception of the Veit Stoss-altar and the plates 
of Hens von Kulmbach in the Church of leria in Cracow, the 
Raffacl, Leonardo and Rembranct from the collection Czerborpki 
end scvoral other works fron the National Museum in «crsaw--works 
of a rather high volue of whose cxistonce wc in Germany had already 
known, Richer anc morc cxtensive is tho Polish stock of "objccts 
d'ert", such as hendicreft in sold and silvcr of German origin to 
a Large part, porticulcrly from the Church of ioris and the cathedral 
of Wawcl) Tapestrics, arms, porcollons, furniture, bronzes, coins, 
valuable parchment-scrips, books ctc. Those wore the principle 
fields of interest for Polish collectors. besides thcir intcrest 
in Polish National irt, particularly of the 19th century. It is 
characteristic that apart from original paintings so many copios 
cen be found in Polish castles and private collections (for example 
Czartoryski, vileno ctc).  Howcvor, many thousand works of ort 
of all kinds ought to bc found in the Jagcllonic Library. 

4s I said before, I shall not be able to meke proposals 
regarding the distribution as long as an inventory of the entire 
material docs not cxist. However, I should like to rcscrvo for the 
muscum in Linz the three most important paintings of the 
Czartoryski collection, namely the Raffacl, Leonardo and Rembrandt 
which erc 2t present in the Kaiscr-Frodorick iwuscum in Berlin. We 
in Dresden are particularly interested in thc intcrior decorations 
of the castle of the Kings in Warsew since Saxonien architects 
and artists heave created them; thoreforc, the suggestion is made that 
the salvaced parts of it (pencllings-, doors, inlaid floors, sculp- 
turs, mirrors, rlass-chandeliors, porccllons ctc) be used for the 
intcrior decoration of the Pavillion of the "Zivinroes" in Dresden. 

L number of fine creawings of ilbrecht Durer's and other old 
German mastcrs kept in the Ossolinenm in Lemberg, hos fallen into 
tussian hands, iiaybe at least Durer's 27 picees could still be sal- 
vaged for Germany. 

While in Warsaw, a Polish collcguc of minc whom I have known, 
for quite some time told mc that the storing of the art treasures 
was begun already in June 1939; by the end of July the entire 
official museum property was packed in cases end ready for shipment. 
In spite of that tho Polcs did mot manage to carry cny important 
stocks away anc save them for themsclves, with thc exception of 
the famous tapestry, coll.ction of Wawel, the riding costumes kept 
also ther, arms and historically valuable pieces like the 
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blood-bannor of the Prophet which, as for as I could escertcin, 
fell into “ussian hands.

The Party Chancery is the Office of the Fuehrer in his 
capacity as Head of the NSDAP. The Head of this Office, direct. 
ly responsible to the Fuchrer, is Reichsleiter Martin Bormann. 
He centralizes for the Fuchrer the irestüent of 211 basic 
planning and suggestions from the Party sphere. Through him, 
the directives established by Fitler himself or prepared dn 
his behalf for the entire Party go to the respective offices 
for execution. The entire work which arises from the political 
leadership assignment of the Party and from its directive- 
relationship to the State, is centralized in the Party Chancer 

all internal Party planning, 311 questions of political 

leadership of vital intcrest to the Nation, the basic recommen 
dations of the Xeichsleiters, Gauleiters, and leaders of For- 
mations (SS, Si, ete.) are examined by the Head of the Party 
Chancery on behalf of the Fuchrer and are brought in accord 
with over-all political requirements. The Party Chancery is 
responsible for carrying out the manifold tasks of the NSDAP 
in the direction of the people. The Party directs the various 
activities of the Party offices in the total war effort at hom 


and the Party work in the incorporated and occupied territories 


The Party Chancery also has the responsibility of dealing 


with all questions of common concern to the Party and the 
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Wehrmacht. 

Within the jurisdiction of the Party Chancery is aiso 
the centralized handling of all questions concerned with secur 
ing the unity of Party and State. Through the deuree of the 
Fuehrer of 2€ May 1£41, the Head of the Party Chancery has the 
authority of a Reich Minister and is a member of the Reich | 


Cabinet. He alons represents the Party in its relations with 


the Supreme Reich authorities. The following individual powers 


have been conferred on him *******; 

l. The Head of the Party Chancery is to be consulted 
from the outset by the Supreme Reich suthorities 
about drafts of Reich laws, decrees, and executive 
orders of the Fuehrer, decrees of the Council of 
Ministers for the Defense of the Reich, as well 
as decrees of the Supreme Reich authorities, in- 

cluding ordnances and regulations issued thcrcun- 
der. The same applies to approval of laws and de- 
crees of the States (Lacnder) and of decrees of 
state governors (Rsichsstatthalter). Through this 
procedure the Head of the Party Chaneery imposes 
the view of the Party as guardian of the National 
Socialist philosophy. Recommend tions and sugge- 
stions for legislation from the Party, its forma- 
tions, and affiliated organizations, are transmit- 
ted to the appropriate Supreme Reich authorities 
only through the Head of the Party Chancery. 
The Head of the Party Chancery passes on the ap- 
pointment and promotion of officials and Labor Ser 
vice leaders, insofar as this perogative is not 
already exercised by the Gauleiter. This assures 
that State personnel policy is determined in acco: 


Gance with the National Socialist philosophy. 
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In 311 other fundamental and political questions 


communications between the Supreme Reich 3uthori- 
ties and supreme authorities of the States (Laender 
on the one hand, and the Party on the other, pass 
through the Head of the Party Chancery exclusively. 
This assures that the Party, its formations, and 
affiliated organizations will take a uniform posi- 
tion in all fields of zovernment activity. 

The Head of the Party Chancery has . various powers 
to secure the influence of the Party in the sphere’ 


of local self-government.

In the course of the work on the final solution of the Jewish prot-

listuwbed. ani exagrerated form- were passed on by soldiers 
on leave from various units committed in the East, who had 
the opportunity to eye-witness these measures. 

It is conceivable that not all "Blood Germans" are capable 
of Leronstrevlng sufficient uncerstanting for the necessity of 
such measures, especially not those parts of the population which 
da not have the oppert ty of visualizing bolshevist atrocities 
on the basis of their own observations.

In order to be able to counter-act any formation of rumors 
in this connection, which frequently are of an intentional, 
pre juticed character, the foll-wing statements »re issued for 
information sbout the present state of süffnirs:

FRANZ BLAHA £4 November, 1945 


I, FRASA BLAIA, being duly sworn, depose and state 


as follows:- 


l. I studied medicine in Prague, Vienna, Strassburg and 
Paris and received my diploma in 1920. From 1920 to 1926 I was 
& clinical assistant. In 1926 I became chief physician of the 
Spital in Moravia, Czechoslovakia. I held this position 
when the Germens entered Czechoslovakia and I was 
a hostage and held « prisoner for cooperating with the 
Czech government. I was sent as a prisoner to the Dachau 
Concentration Camp in April 1941 and remained there until the 
liberation of the camp in April 1945. Until July 1941 I worked 
in a Punishment Company. After that I was sent to the hospital 
and subjected to the experiments in typhoid being conducted by 
Dr. Muermelstadt. after that I was to be made the subject of 
an experimental operat: and only succeeded in avoiding this 
by admitting that I was a physician. if this been known 
before I would hove suffered becuuse intellectuals were treated 
very harshly in the Punishment Company. In October 1941 I was 
sent to work in the herb plantation and later in the laboratory 
for processing herbs. In June 1942 I was taken into the 
hospital as ^ surgeon. Shortly afterwards I was directed to 
conduct a stomach operation on 20 healthy prisoners. Because I 
would not do this I was put in ti autopsy room where I stayed 
until April 1945. While there I performed approximately 7,000 


autopsies. In all 12,000 autopsies were performed under my 


Be From mid 1941 to the end of 1942 some 500 operations 
on healthy prisoners were performed. These were for the 
instruction of the SS medical students and doctors and included 


operations on the stomach, gall bladder, spleen and throat. 
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These wcre performed by students and doctors of only two ycars 
training clthouch they were vory dangerous and difficult. 
Ordincrily they would not hove been dons ciccot by surgeons 

with ct lecst four years Surgic.l practice, ixny iconu 
dicd on thc overating table and n ay otacrs fron later 
complic..tions. I cutopsied all of these bodies, fic doctors 
440 Supervised these overctions were Lang, ..uernuclstadt, „Jotter, 
Ransauer and Mehr.

On 23 July 42 Party Director Bormann sent the Minister a letter which 
enumerates in 8 paragraphs the principles the Minister is to follow in 
administering the Occupied Areas in the East. Thereupon the Minister 

in a message to the Fuehrer datcd 11 August 42 explained in detail to 
what extent these principles are already being put into practice or used 
as a basis of policy, 


Any person reading this correspondence is struck first of all by the 
complete agreement of concepts. The ifinister apparently was particularly 
concerned about two points: the first relates to the protection of 
German rule against the pressure of the Slav race, the second to the 
absolute necessity of simplifying the administration. These are indeed 
decisive problems of which more will have to be said. For the rest the 
Minister not only raises no objections against Bormann's principles or 
even his phraseology; on the contrary he uses them as a basis of his 
reply and endeavors to show that they are already being put into 
practice. When, however, Bormann's letter was read out by Captain 
Zimmermann in a conference of the Department Chief's, grave concern was 
shown at once, both on account of the phraseology of the letter and the 
future conduct of our policy. In order to find out whether this concern 
is justified, it is best to start from a fiction which will show clearly 
what the situation is, 


I, 


Let us suppose Bormann's letter were issued to the heich Commissioners 

as a ministerial decree, This supposition is by no means unrealistic since 
the Minister appears to hold identical views. Since the "Ostland" (Baltic 
area) presents a special case, and since the Ukraine is, or will become, 
probably the most important region politically, the following discussion 


will be based mainly on the conditions prevailing in that "^ Il TTL 


1 
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1. The consequences of a ministerial decree of this kind will be judged best 
by its effect on those men whose duty it is to put it into practice. 
The supposed decrec would, however, be particularly effective and would 
influence opinions to a particular degree for reasons which will be 
discussed below, Imagine the formulas of Bormann's letter translated 
into the language of a member of the German civil administration, and you 
will get roughly the following views. 


"The Slavs are to work for us, In so far as we don't need them, they 
may die. Therefore dompulsory vaccination and German health services 
are superfluous, The fertility of the Slavs is undesirable, They may 
use contraceptives or practice abortion, the more the better, 

Education is dangerous, It is enough if they can count up to 100, 

4t best an dducation which produces useful stooges for us is admissible. 
Every educated person is a future enemy. Religion we leave to them as 

a means of diversion, As for food they won't zet any more than is 
necessary. We are the masters, we come first. 


These sentences are by no means overstetoments, On the contrary, they are 
covered word by word by the spirit and the text of Bormann's letter, 

Already at this point the question arises whether such a result is desirable 
in the interests of the heich, It can hardly be doubted that these views 
would become known to the Ukrainian people, Similar opinions prevail even 
today. Those who are familiar with the conditions know that these views 
coincide, in part verbatim, with the so-called "Fascist viewpoint" as 
dinned into the masses by bolshevist propaganda. The political consequences 
are obvious, 


But there is no real need to assume a fictious decree as was done in 


Paragraph 1, The above mantioned concepts of our role in the East already 
exist in practice. 


The Reich Commissioner for the Ukraine has expounded his views of the 
Ukrainianpeople over which he rules in three successive speeches at the 
opening of the Germen House on 16 äpril 42, at the celebration of the 
Fuehrer's birthday, and at tho inauguration of the Pary District. He 
declared on these and several other occasions that this people stood far 
below us and should be zrateful to God that we allow them to stay alive. 
We had liberated them, in return they must know no other goal except to 

e... work for us. There could be no humen companionship, A "soft" policy 

page -2- of understandins was out of the question. District Commissioners who 

maintained good relations with the population were mistrusted by him 
ipso facto, He would on no account follow the Berlin policy. 


Let me supplement these pronouncements briefly by a few phrases, which 
every visitor and every member of the local civil administration can con- 
firm fron his own observation, Taken from day-to-day experience they 
show particularly clearly howwell the soil is prepared for the Bormann 
letter. 


"Strictly speaking, we are here among negroes" (meeting of the Cultural 
Department, April 1942) 

"The population is just dirty and lazy" (this was the opinion in the Winter, 
in the spring the same people were of the opposite opinion) 

"In my area, whoever shows signs of intelligence will be shot" (District 
Commissioner "Krcisleiter" Becher, Gaiszin) 

"We must always endeavour to incite one rroup against the other" (often 
repeated especially by the Police) 

"All we do is to tzake what we need, the rest can ;o to the dogs" (statement 
by economic officials) 

"In all unpleasant matters the odium must fall on the Ukrainian depert- 
ment heads" (zeneral administrativo maxim) 
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I may add that for instance "Kreisleiter" Knuth whom the "Gauleiter" 

still retains, in spite of the gravest accusations against his 

integrity in business matters, declared in conversation on the Kiev 
question, that Kiev ought to be depopulated through epidemics. Altogether 
it would be best if the superfluous part of the population starved to 
death. When shortly after Tiso's visit, the famous Lavra Monastery 

was blown up, in spite of being under SS Guard, the same circle thoroughly 
welcomed the vent, because they erroneously assumed that it would weaken 
the Ukrainian national spirit, where as actually the opposite happened, 


There is, however, no uniformity of opinion in regard to these matters 
within the Ukraine. One might even say thet this policy is advocated 
only by Koch's personal entourage and by the colleagues which he has 
chosen, On the other hand nearly all the Department Chiefs at the Kovno 
office declare more or less openly that they consider these opinions 
disastrous and detach themselves from them, It was because he sensed 
this hostility that the Reich Commissioner told his department chiefs 
some weeks ago in ^ conference th^t there were two groups: among them, 

one frankly working against him, the other doing the same thing secretly. 


Finally among the District Commissioners at least 80% oppose the views 
described above. In many conferences with the General Commissioners they 
emph^sized that the population ought to be treated decently and with 
understanding, that its cultural gifts were surprisingly high, that its 
labor efficiency was considerable, that we however were about to throw 
away a precious stock of gratitude, affection, and confidence. Statements 
like the following are heard frequently: 


"If this policy is cohtinucd, there will be a catastrophe." - "These sharp 
practices will attain nothing except to make the Ukrainians hate us", 
"Our position here is already lost", etc. 


For the rest the only effect of the false concepts of the Master Race is 
to relax the discipline of our officials, Thus the report of the Kiev 
Commissioner General of March 42 reads: 

"Hezreattably enough there were also £reater numbers of offences committed 
by Germans, It is to be hoped that the work of the law courts will soon 
succeed in eliminating those elements whose place is not in the occupied 
areas anc. in creating a situation where higher standards of general 
conduct are rcquir.d from every German in the occupied countries," 


The above mentioned policy of the heich Commissioner for the Ukraine is 

in obvious contrast not only to opinion of 80% of his District Commissioners 
and specialises, but also to the decrees of the Minister. In the decree 

of 22 November 41 it is expressly pointed out that the Ukrainians must not 
be consi:.red, tet elore treated as niggers. In the decree of 17 March 42 
this order is reiteratedmore emphatieally. The decree of 13 May 42 oppose 
the opinion that the Ukrainians are not a. nation at all, and the false 
doctrine of the Master race. Yet in spite of efforts lasting for a whole 
year it was impossible to change the official spirit of the Keich Commis- 
sariot ior the Ukriins. The majority of the administration leaders place 
their hopes in the Linister. A ministerial decree conforming to the Bormann 
letver would be considered by them as evidence of a complete Ohlange of 
policy and would result in deep depression and loss of confidence, 
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This contrast of opinion between Minister and Reich Commissioner has 
become known not only within the Civil Administration, but also in the 
Supremo keidh Administration. Many officials of other branches heve 
visited the Ukraine as well as the "Ostland", Nearly all of them come 
home with the conviction that the Minister could not carry through his 
policy, and that, on the contrary the Reich Commissioners considered the 


Ministry completely superfluous in view of the position of Governor General 
Frank, 


Perhaps one ourht to inquire whether there is not in fact an agreement 
between the policy hitherto pursucd and the Bormann letter in the sense 
that the decrees quoted above and the other instructions of the Ministry 
are to be understood merely as tactical moves, whereas in fact there is 
no divercence of opinion, The Minister's reply of ll August might be 
considerec to point in this direction. 


In answer to this it should be pointed out that the Minister knows very 
well that it is not possible to rearrange a continent of the size of 

Kussia by means of political tactics and by wearing the mask of a liberator, 
but only by spblyin- a statesmanlike conception appropriate to the political 
conditions end to the dignity of the leich. The frequently reiterated 
demands for 2 differentiated treatment oi the Eastern nations ore based 

on the conviction thet these nations, after having been liberated from 
Bolshevism must, as a matter of course, be given their netional and 

cultural richts. Unless this is presupposed, they could never be expected 
to forswear hussian nationalism. 


Another reason why the Minister's policy cannot be interpreted merely as a 
tactical manoeuvre is the inconsistency which this would imply. For in 
thet case the word "liberation" ought never to have been mentioned, No 
theater should be allowed to stay open, no trade school, no Ukrainian 
university institute should be allowed to function. No Ukrainian artists, 


doctors, judges should be brought to Germany to attend course as is hap- 
pening now, 


Therefore the situation is this: Although Bormann's letter originates 

from Field Headqu^rters, it cannot be issued as a ministerial decree 

since such 2 decree would disavow the entire policy hitherto pronounced 

by the Minister. If his policy were founded upon a far reaching conception, 
this conception would simply be smashed, If his policy merely pursued a 
certain tactical line, this too would fail since Koch's opposition has 
rejected and sabotaged these tactics from the beginning. In this connection 
it is necessary to point once more to the obvious similarity between the 
opinions professed by Koch snd the instructions given in the Bormann letter. 
Leaving aside the question whether this similarity is accidental, in any 
case the result is taht Koch's opinion has prevailed over that of the 
Minister, Judging by previous experience, it cannot be assumed that 
Bormann's letter will remain for long unknown to the heich Commissioners, 

at least in regard to its reneral tendency. Thus the question arises 
whether this development is to be allow ed to take its course, and whether 
the matter can be ^llowed to rest where the report to the Fuehrer of 

11 August 1942 left it, Only the Minister himself can decide upon this 
question. Even so the following considerations are useful: ever since 

the Ministry was set up on the principle of concentration and unity of 
leadership, it lost more and more power in striking contrast to that 
principle. The question of the relationship with the Police, so important 
in practice, was settled to the disadvantage of the civil administration, 
Unified leadership in the hands of the District Commissioners was thus 
dissolved. The hizher SS and Police leaders refuse to pay the usual 

respect to the General Commissioners such as reporting, etc. All technical 
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questions are decided upon by Speer. Agricultural questions are dealt with 
by a department of the Ministry of Food and by the Yffice for the Four 
Year Plan; the same applies to Forestry and Trade. authority in racial 
questions is assumed more and more by the Commissioner for the Consolida- 
tion of German Nationhood. Nor is there any unity among the authorities 
in questions of propaganda. It is not surprising in view of this develop- 
ment thet the Supreme heich Administration continue their attacks and try 
to pry loose one prerogative ofter the other. Nor isit surprising under 
these circumstances thot in the Berlin offices it is openly rumored that 
the Ministry is to be changed into a mero staff organizationiThis is not 
the place to enter further into these matters. They may rather serve as a 
background against which the ncessity of ^ clarification of basic policies 
stands out all the more sherptly. The ifinistry for the vecupied Eastern 
Territories enjoys particular prestise with the public because of the 
personality at its head. This is not the prestige of an able tactician, 
or of a reckless tyrant, but the public have ri;htly confidence in clear- 
cut spiritual solutions. In the same way the prestige enjoyed by the 
Ministry from the other Reich Authorities rests specifically on this 
foundation, The considerations set out above lead perforce to the conclu- 
sion thet the existence of Bormann's letter constitutes an attack against 
this foundation, The political line therefore is coubly threatened by the 
organizational difficulties mentioned above, 


Il. 


What has been said so far shows how necessary it is that the situation 
be clarified; how and when this is to be done, is for the Minister to 
decide. In his letter of ll iucust 1942 he hos left open for himself the 
possibility of a special audience with the Fuehrer, There are, however, 
several more points which need clarification. 


Without wishing to criticize in any way the statements of Party Director 
Bormann it is yet necessary to point out that the working of his letter 
does not always bring out clearly the importance of the issue at stake, 

A phrase like "brisk trade in contraceptives" hadbetter not be brought 
into connection with the neme of the Fuehrer, In the same way abrupt 
phrases like: "vaccination of the non-German population is out of the 
question", "under no circumstances higher education", "the population 
must not rise to a higher standard", under no circumstances German Health 
Sefvices" would hardiz seem to be entirely in keeping with the importance 
of the historical problems involved. Compared with the diginity of the 
conception of the German State phrases like these would seem altogether 
inadmissable as instructionsfor the German policy in the East. 


2. 4s has been mentioned above, the Reich Commissioner Koch leads an 
especially strong agitation against the so-called "soft" policy, Any 
Original action founded on understanding and on a politically commendable respect 
page -5- for the justified susceptibilities of foreign nationhood is at once 
denounced from their quarters as weakness and slackening of the "master 
consciousness", But this attitude leads to the same inconsistencies 
which were discussed above in Port I, Poragraph 5, in connection with the 
Question of tactics, In the "Voclkischer Beobachter" of 20 August 1942 
Koch proudly speeks of the Ukrainians having been furthered in their 
cultural and intellectual efforts. This shows thet even if one starts 
from his viewpoint, it is impossible to disregard entirely foreign 
nationhood. The unfortunate "master" complex, however, surrounds even 
sensible measures with those clouds of mental reservations and tactical 
insincerity which were characteristic of Czarist policy in regard to non- 
Russian nations, For the rest, it is entirely incomprehensible why there 
should be any fear lest we might breed "by any of our measures a master 
-feeling" in Slav nations. (Bormann letter, Point 5) Surely it goes 
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without saying that nobody thinks of subjecting even the most russified 
person of German blood to Ukrainian or Esthonian judicature or police, 
Nobody knows the German nation better than the Fuehrer. He knows only 
too well thet the German sometimes tends to be all too decent and care- 
less, But he also knows that judging by past experience all the worst 
instincts are usually aroused by appeals to the master spirit as propa- 
gated from Rovno, Certain incidents in the Government General ("Kreis- 
hauptmann" von Hirschfeld, Cpt. von Sahla) ought to serve as warning 
examples, It should be emphatically stressed that the German claim to 
leadership is a matter of course, and that a continuous, mistrustfull 
overstressing of that claim is only liable to cause breakdowns in per- 
sonal and political relations. 


A further important point which needs clarification is consituted by the 
numerous historical errors on which these various authorities base their 
opinions, (this paragraph and the following (4) contain historical proof 
that there is a Ukrainian nation and that it is wrong to speak of a 
"uniform Slav rabble",

The statements set out ^bove may appear very sharp. They are, however, 
dictated by concern and duty. (This paragraph contains proposals of 
policy. Germeny ought to rule for the benefit of Europe and not on the 
principle that the occupied countries are to be exploited for the benefit 
of Germeny alone. The nations in the East should be ruled, but not 
oppressed, "One can lead only those whom one respects." Proposals for 
simplification end unification of administration) The letter ends: 


These demands of political philosophy ^re being realised in a crandiose 
manner by our Japanese ally in his newly occupied southern districts, 

The general rules for the administration of Greater Asia which were pub- 
lished a short time ago ("Foreign Policy", July 1942) contain a classic 
formula for a Reich policy of this kind, The dangers inherent in the 
cheracter of the Japanese nation such as arrogance, misuse of power, lack 
of respect for foreign nationhood are exorcised by an open challenge by 
the highest official authority, an act of frankness which gives the impres- 
sion of supreme self-reliance, The political opinion thus expressed is 
strikingly similar to the ifinister's own concept. The fate of the Reich 
will depend on whether or not this concept can be realised,

10 Reich Minister for Justice confirms that no special 

sultios havo resulted from the nrosənt legal situation, 
but this was sololy ths result of Airact nersonal and 
administrative instructions given to tho Sourts, a method of 
procedure which could not be maintainoa for an indofinito 
longth of timo. On this nolint, I am rather of tho opinion, 
that for.the timo boing wo cannot desist from tho possibility 
of influencing the Courts in the Rastorn Territorios. If 
this draft bocano law, vo should loso the possibility of 
directing the jurisdiction by administrativo instructions 
to tho courts: on tho contrary it would bo oxclusively for 
the Courts to docide the exceptions from the apnlication of 
Gorman law to Polos. This is whore I seo a £Po^t danger for 
tho further ostablishnont of a special law for tho Polos. 
Morcover I consider it inadvisable if we, meroly in order 
to provide a "local basis" for Jurisdiction, croato a ruling 
whereby tho Poles rocoivao in tho first place and on principle 
equal rights with tho Germans, whor: wo aro planning at 
tho sano timo for logislativo measuros depriving them of tho 
Samo rishts. It doos not mattor on what kind of basis tho 
Courts administor justico, but what matters is solely that 
wo provide for judgements wich are in evory respoct appropriate 
to the spocial conditions provalling in tho Eastern Tor- 
ritorios. No snecial proof is noodod, I think, for tho fact 
that such a result can rathor bo expected if wo leave the 
conditions as thor are, than if wo introduco rulos of a 
gonoral naturo br which tho Judso would bo bound. True, the 
Judgo would bo entitlod by tho general proviso, to deviate 
to a cortain oxtont, in individual eases, from applying 
Gorman law to Polos. Apart from the fact that in this way 
tho judge would be burdened with a decision which rests with 
the legislator alono, ho would no longer bo in a position, 
after the introduction of German law, to rofuse gsenorally the 
right of tho Poles to bring an action or to testify in a law- 
Suit, or to provont an exocutlon of sontonco of a Pole against 
a Gorman, to rofuso tho entry of real ostato rights of a 
Pole into the lana rogistor, otc. Thus it is not correct to 
say that with rogard to the non-German minorities the legal 
Situation would romain the samo as it has dovelopod so far, 
oven if the Ordinance voro issued. 


The fact that cortain 9 have to bo developed 
without delay, in tho O onomic reconstruction in 
tho Eastern Territorios, in n way justifios an arranromont 
Such as is intondod by the ien Ministor of Justico. Tho 
difficultios which mako of such rulos a 
could be abolished onquall:z yr 
Provincial Presidonts iss of law. On tho other 
hand, I should havs no objections against introducing Gorman 
civil law into tho Bastorn Territorios provided 1t voro only 
applicablo to tho racial Germans there. Ido not expect that 
special difficulties would artso from Such an arrangomont. In 
any caso tho economical reconstruction, in which only Gorman 
racials would bo allowed to participate, would bo favored 
thonroby. 


Thoro 1s, I think, no particular nocossity to onlighten 
tho po^plos in quostion on tho logal situation at prosont in 
force by proclamation of tho ordinance proposed by tho Reich 
Minister of Justico. There will hardly bo any doubt that, in 
any case, racial Germans aro subject to Gorman law, that thore 
is a law in force for them which does not mako their logal 
Situation worse than that of tho Germans In Gormauy. 


If 
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there should be any doubts, they coula əasily be lifted b 
publishing an announcement in the papers that German law io 
applicable to tho legal relations of the racial dermans ! 
residing in tho Eastern Territories. If there remains an 
uncertainty, it applies solely to the legal situation of the 
non-German races. Such unecrtainty would continue with regard 
to the general proviso; for the rost, I gre no cogent roast 
for abolishing it by genoral introduction of Gorman civil law 
in the face of all tho objections which I raised above. 


I agree with the Roich Minister of Justice that the Poles 
must not roceive a status which the political leadership does 
not want thom to have, and that from the beginning tho logisla- 
tion must take into considoration the special conditions in 
the incorporated Eastorn Territories. But the draft doos not 
conform to these principles. f very much doubt that a Judge 
will over be able to docide whether or not the application of 
Gorman law "would projudico tho incorporation of the Hastorn 
torritorios into Germany". As the Reich Minister of Justice 
himself emphasizes, the will of the political leadership must 
be the only deciding factors; this will must he communicated 
to the Judge; he is neithor able nor competent to establish 
it. 


It does not mtter whother tho rulos concerning the status 
of the non-German races in the realm of administration of 
civil justice sro part of civil or of public law, and whether 
therefore they belong to tho Competence of tho Reich Ministry 
of Justice or not. Tf thoy bolong to public law - which T 
vory much doubt - thoy will havo to be issued by the competent 
Ministry at tho sano time as the rules concorning civil law. 


Noither is the problem solvod by the ordinances concern- 
ing the administration and soizuro of property fornorly 
bolonging to Polos, or by the rules concerning the Main Trustee 
Office Hast, nor by the doerse concerning the reconstruction 
of economy in the Incorporated Eastorn Territories, or by tho 
docroo concerning tho administration of property bolonging 
to nationals of tho formor Polish state. I consider it absurd, 
to givo an example, first to force the Gorman Judgo to enter 
judgment for a Pole, and subsoquently to nulify this judgment 
at once by confiscation or Similar acts. Moroover thoro vill 
not always be reasons for confiscation. 


Nor is it always possible to countor tho attempts of Poles 
to take out oxocutions against a Gorman by applying tho law 
concerning tho abuso of ozocution. This law is not applicable 
1f what is intended is to provent tho oxocution of a Judgment 
issued by a German Court immediatoly after it has boon issued. 
In case the law should bo applicable in such case, one might 
bo justified in asking why thon a judgmont must bə ontered at 
All, 1f it ts immodiatoly to be nullifiod by the samo court. 
Obviously it would bo moro advisable to issuo rules fron the 
beginning as to whether a claim may bo adjudicated at all, 


To the statements of the Reich Ministor for Justice cone 
cerning tho formation of Special arbitration authoritios T 
roply briefly, that in my opinion it would make a groat dif- 
ference, whether a Polo îs entitled to suo a German, or 
whother an arbitration authority is interposed which would 
have to make proliminary enquires and which vould have to carry 
out the necessary logal Stops, as the case may bo. I cannot 
soo how tho Courts could be in a position to prevent Polish 
rosidonts from abusing thoir right to apply to tho Courts. 
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The Reich Minister of Justice has received a copy af 
his letter and of my letter of 21.8.1940.
